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REAR ADMIRAL W. 8S. SIMS ON PREPAREDNESS. 

Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., is the author 
of an article on “Intelligent Preparedness” which ap- 
peared in the New York Times of Sept. 28. The Admiral 
said, in part: “War is just around the corner. On the 
other side of the Atlantic a number of conflicts are rag- 
ing. Polish troops are in death grapple with the Bol- 
sheviki. Turn to the west, and Japan is seen increasing 
her military power. For what? Is the country taking 
heed? Are we ready, if some one strikes a match that 
brings the conflagration to our doors? What sort of 
a fight could our armed forces put up tomorrow? Is 
there any truth in statements that our personnel is not 
what it should be? And above all, what part could the 
Air Service play in a conflict? 

“How much do you know of your country’s defenses? 
IIave you forgotten those days in 1917 when France 
kept calling for troops and more troops? Do you re- 
member when our own raw recruits drilled with wooden 
guns? All of that is over. The war has been won. But 
what about the future? 

“I believe that one of the paramount issues of the day 
is adequate national defense. To bring about a state of 
preparedness that will enable this country successfully 
to cope with any possible enemy is a duty the country 
owes to the valiant men who gave their Jiyes in the 
great war. We have always turned a deaf ear to re- 
peated warnings to get ready.” When we declared war 
many months slipped by before we could throw the 
weight of our strength into the struggle egainst Ger- 
many. No one can approximate the cost of that delay. 
If the country is going to have any military and naval 
defense at all it certainly should be adequate. The re- 
eent conflict taught us a great many lessons that we 
should take advantage of. Surely we must. see in the 
present world unrest a warning to take heed for the 
future. We should get ready and stay ready. 

“If the military organizations of the country are not 
open at all times to perfectly free constructive criticism 
it is very possible for dangerous conditions to arise. 
lew situations could be more dangerous than that the 
public should be led to believe that their national de- 
fenses were adequate and the personnel of the various 
branches well trained when in fact they were not. It 
is this sort of condition which has been chiefly respon- 
sible for the disastrous defeats recorded in history. 

“It is perfectly natural for those responsible for the 
efficiency of an organization to defend itself against 
criticism. In this respect armies and navies do not 
differ from any other organization. If they ‘ean so ar- 
range matters that criticism is prevented’ and they them- 
selves beceme the sole source of information to the public 
as te their efficiency, they are then assured of a perfectly 
happy and comfortable existence. gut it is just this 
condition that is the most dangerous, and it is the duty 
of the people to see that the organization is such and the 
requirements are such that unbiased criticism is available 
ut all times to the press of the country. 

“In this connection it should also be clearly under- 
stood that under proper regulations those who are best 
informed on military matters—that is, the officers of the 
military services—should be allowed at all times to ex- 
press their views in such a way that they will be ac- 
cessible to the public. This practice in European coun- 
tries insures that their military services benefit by con- 
tinuous helpful criticism and suggestion.” 
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ADVANTAGES OF ARMY SERVICE. 


Major W. T. Crook, Signal Corps, U.S.A., recruiting’ 


officer at Camp Lewis, Washington, is making good use 
of a memorandum giving facts and figures as to the ad- 
vantages of Army’service, compiled by a staff sergeant 
of the Finance Department; and of a comment on our 
Service by a former British service man. The memo- 
randum follows: 

What the Enlisted Man Receives. 


Finance Department, Camp Lewis, American Lake, Wash., Sept. 
1920 


Memo for Major Crook, Recruiting Officer, Camp Lewis, Wash. 

Below are figures to show what-e@m enlisted. man gets in the 
Army and my reasons for wanting to stay in: My pay in the 
Army is $66 per month, and on that I receive the additional 
ration which all non-commissioned officers above the grade of 
a color sergeant receive. That amount is figured at 53 cents 
a day, and months of thirty-one days will figure at $16.43, plus 
$66, will give me $82.43 per month, or per year $989.16. 
Clothing I have figured very economically, making that per year; 
now that is buying your clothing, everything along the line of 
clothing, shoes and repairs of samb, hats, etc., $300. Laundry 
I have figured at $1.50 per week; for fifty-two weeks it amounts 
to $78, but am adding to that $2 and making-laundry for a 
year $80. How are you going to have that much laundered in 
a year for that? Eating I have figured at $1.50 per day for 
365 days, $547.50. A working man, or anyone with an ap- 
petite, cannot eat for that. Now a place to live is the next 
thing. I figured a room at $6 a week, and for fifty-two weeks 
it will cost you $312. Total, $2,228.66. 

I figure that my job in the U.S. Army is worth $2,228.66 
per year, and I haven't a thing to buy but my toilet articles 
and cigarettes, and these articles in the Army are very reason- 
able. Besides this I get dental and medical attention free, and 
lose no time while undergoing treatment, either as a result of 
sickness or accidents. Figuring that such absence in civil life 
would entail loss of pay and that medical and dental attention 
cost money, I feel that my position in the Army is equivalent 
to a civilian position paying $2,500 per year. Think it over! 

Fritz P. HBNNINGSEN, Staff Sergt., Fin. Dept. 


Addressing “The Young Men of Centralia and Vi- 
cinity,’ Arthur Jay Davies (late of Ist Battalion, Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers) wrote of the importance of an adequate 
and efficient army as “the backbone of the nation” and 
told of a recent visit, not in uniform, to Camp Lewis.

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Lewis. ‘What is your opinion of the camp?’ I was asked 
upon my return.

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MILITARY HISTORY OF UNITED STATES. 

A military history of the United States, written by 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., has been highly 
praised by Major Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, 
U.S.A., and is recommended for study by all professors 
of military science and tactics and college students. Gen- 
eral March in a recent letter to commanders of corps 
areas, gaid: 

“The military history of the United States is an im- 
portant feature of the education of the college men who 
pursue four years of R.O.T.C. training. It is desirable 
that they should have an understanding of the causes 
and effects of the military policies which have prevailed 
in our country since its inception, in order that they 
may have a more intelligent view in the future as to 
what the course of the nation should be as to prepared- 
ness. I have recently read ‘Our Military History, Its 
Facts and Fallacies’ by Major Gen. Leonard Wood, and 
feel that it is admirably adapted to this purpose. Its 
simplicity, directness, and absence of technicality, makes 
it interesting and intelligible for the general reader. 

“I suggest that you bring this to the attention of the 
officers at the colleges for the purpose of having them 
use it in their instruction. If every senior will read 
this book, he will be a well informed man on questions 
of national defense. In that way, we can hope to ulti- 
mately develop a more enlightened public opinion on 
military matters. 

“The recent programs of instruction and training of 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps contemplates that 
ten per cent. of the total time allotted in the second 
year advanced course will be devoted to the course in 
military history and policy of the United States. Gen- 
eral Wood’s work is an unusually fine presentation of 
out military policy, lack of preparedness, and the dangers 
accruing from same. It is strongly recommended that 
professors of military science and tactics, on duty with 
units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, use this 
book for a part of their instruction in ‘Military History 
and Policy of the United States.’ ” 
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OPINIONS OF THE J.A.G. OF THE ARMY. 
Army Nurse Corps and Hatra Duty Pay. 


Members of the Army Nurse Corps, when employed as 
school teachers in an Army school, may not be paid extra 
duty pay from an allotment made available for extra 
duty pay for soldiers employed as instructors and teach- 
ers in vocational training. The act of July 11, 1919, 
authorizes extra pay for soldiers and “enlisted men” em- 
ployed on extra duty. A member of the Army Nurse 
Corps is a part of the Army, but not of the enlisted 
personnel. 


Ectra Duty Pay for Enlisted Instructors. 


Under the provisions of R.S. 1287, and a:ts amenda- 
tory thereto, enlisted men of the Ordnance Department 
may be detailed to give educational instruction and re- 
ceive extra pay therefor. In passing the educational and 
vocational training legislation in the act of June 3, 1916, 
act of May 2, 1917, the act of June 9, 1918, and the act 
of July 11, 1919, it was the intent of Congress to use, 
increase, and supplement the Army’s available resources 
of men and facilities for military training to enlisted 
men while in active service, by appropriate instruction 
in the most important trades and vocations. The detail 
to extra duty of trained enlisted men of the Ordnance 
and other departments as vocational instructors, it ap- 
pears to this office, would be proper, and such enlisted 
men when so employed for periods of not less than ten 
days are entitled to extra duty pay therefor. 

Honorary Rank in Foreign Army. 

The Bolivian government desires to confer on an officer 
of the U.S. Officers’ Reserve Corps honorary rank in the 
Lelivian ermy as instructor in aviation. One holding a 
commission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps holds an oflice 
in the Army, and therefore an office of trust under the 
United States within the meaning of Sec. 9, Article I, of 
the Constitution of the United States, prohibiting the 
acceptance of any office or title from any forvign state 
without the consent of Congress.

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Deceased Army Nurses and Gratuity. 


Llayment of the death gratuity of six months’ pay au- 
thorized by the act of Dec. 17, 1919, in cases of de- 
eeased officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
cannot lawfully be made in cases of deceased Army 
nurses, according to a Comptroller’s decision of Sept. 22. 

Gratuity Pay for Enlisted Men. 

In the cases of enlisted men, who under the provisions 
of the act of July 11, 1919, extend their enlistment for 
one year and before the expiration thereof, extend the 
same for another year, the one month’s gratuity pay to 
which they become entitled upon the second extension 
of enlistment should be computed at the rate they were 
receiving at the time of expiration of the first extended 
enlistment. 

Navy Honorable Discharge Gratuity. 

Under date of Sept. 27, 1920, the Comptroller de- 
cided that an enlisted man of the Navy who, at the 
expiration of one extension of enlistment again extends 
his enlistment, is entitled to honorable discharge gratuity 
at the rate of pay which he was receiving at the ex- 
piration of the first enlistment. “Thus,” says Rear Ad- 
miral Samuel McGowan, “if a man at the expiration of 
his enlistment extends it for one year he receives one 
month’s honorable discharge gratuity based on the rate 
he was receiving at the time the enlistment expired. If, 
at the expiration of the year’s extension he extends his 
enlistment again for one year, he is entitled to one 
month’s honorable discharge gratuity based on the rate 
which he received at the expiration of the first exten- 
sion.” 

National Guard and Longevity Pay. 

In computing the pay, ete., of an officer of the Na- 
tional Guard while in actual attendance at an Army 
Service school his prior service in the National Guard 
cannot be counted for longevity pay. ‘This decision was 
given by the Comptroller on Sept. 27 in response to a 
specific question ‘asked by the Secretary of War as to 
a claim that had been received from an officer of the 
National Guard of Minnesota not in Federal service for 
longevity pay while attending the Army Service School 
at Camp Benning, Ga., during February, March and 
April, 1920. This claim was based on ten years’ previ- 
ous service in the National Guard. In his decision the 
Comptroller mentions specifically the period the officer 
spent at the service school. 

Allowances for Enlisted Men. 

A man whose four-year enlistment was changed to 
duration of .the war enlistment under the act of July 
11, 1919, and who extended his enlistment under au- 
thority contained in the act is now entitled under the 
act of June 4, 1920, to travel allowance for the dis- 
tance from place where duration of the war enlistment 
was extended to his actual bona fide home or residence, 
or place of original muster into the Service at his op- 
tion. Upon discharge due to the expiration of an ex- 
tended enlistment or upon discharge due to the expira- 
tion of a re-extended enlistment a man is entitled to 
travel allowance for the distance from place of dis- 
charge to his actual bona fide home or residence, or 
original muster into the Service, at his option, under 
the provisions of the act of Feb. 28, 1919, the words 
“original muster” referring, not to the consummation 
of an extension, but to the original enlistment as ex- 
tended. 

Philippine Scouts Service and Longevity. 

In making an original construction of the act of Jan. 
26, 1918, regarding locally created forces in the Philip- 
pines the auditor states that the question involved in 
the instant case is: “Can service as an enlisted man in 
the Philippine Scouts be counted by an officer in the 
Philippine Militia or National Guard in Federal service 
for purposes of longevity increase of pay?” Answering 
the question in the affirmative the Auditor states that 
the organization known as the Philippine Scouts is in- 
cluded as one of the branches of the Army of the United 
States in the National Defense act and the Army Re- 
organization act of June 4, 1920. “Service therein,” he 
adds, “as an officer or enlisted man may lawfully be 
counted in computing longevity pay in subsequent ser- 
vice on the active list in any other branch of the Army 
of the United States.” The Comptroller approved this 
decision on Sept. 29. 

Aids of the General. 

That part of the act of July 25, 1866, relating to the 
aids of the general being inseparably connected with the 
part creating the office or grade of General of the Army 
of the United States, the act of -Sept. 3, 1919, which 
revived the office necessarily revived Section 1096 of the 
Revised Statutes, which authorizes the General to select 
from the Army, not exceeding six aids who shall have 
while serving on his staff, the “rank of colonel of Cay- 
alry.”” Section 127a of the act of June 4, 1920, having 
taken away advanced rank, beginning with June 4, 
1920, each aid should not be paid more than the pay 
and allowances of his grade in the absence of further 
legislation as to his rights. 

Cadet Service Not Service in the Army. 

In making an original construction of the proviso ‘of 
Section 11 of the act of May 18, 1920, reading: “Pro- 
vided, That hereafter longevity pay for officers in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Public Health 
Service, and Coast and Geodetic Survey shall be based 
on the total of all service in any or all of said services” 
the Auditor gives a decision concerning the service of a 
cadet at the U.S. Military Academy in connection with 
longevity pay. He says: “It appears to be pretty well 
established that, while the corps of cadets of the Mili- 
tary Academy belong to and are a part of the Army, the 
time spent by them in that institution while under- 
going training for the purpose of ultimately becoming 
officers is not service in the Army as contemplated by 
law and regulations.” Section 6 of the act of Aug. 24, 
1912, expressly provides that such service of a cadet 
shall not be counted in computing for any purpose the 
length of service of any officer of the Army and, the 
Auditor adds, “I am of the opinion and decide that Sec- 
tion 6 of the act of Aug. 24, 1912, prohibiting the count- 
ing of the service of cadets in computing for any purpose 
the length of service of officers of the Army, was not 
repealed by the provision of Section 11 of the act of 
May 18, 1920.” The Comptroller approved this de- 
cision on Sept. 27. ¢ 
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New BaritisH Licut Cruisers. 

The British light cruiser Raleigh, recently commis- 
sioned at Devonport, England, attained a speed of thirty- 
one knots on her trial trip. She displaces 9,750 tons 





and is 565 feet long and carries seven 7.5-inch guns in 
her main battery. 
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CAPPER’S WEEKLY ON A RAMPAGE AGAIN. 

Capper’s Weckly, published by Arthur Capper, United 
States Senator from Kansas, which styles itself the 
“champion of a square deal for all of the people,” goes 
ou a rampage against the Regular Army once more in its 
issue of Sept. 18, the theory of the editorial, “square deal 
for all of the people,” not applying to officers of the 
Regular Army. Under a headline, “Sacred West Point 
Happy,” this paper says: 

“That the Regular Army crowd docs not intend to give 
up its grip on a taxridden nation until it has to, has been 
fully demonstrated by the only American institution pat- 
terned after Hun imperialism. When war was declared, 
the Army circle hailed it as a godsend and an excellent 
chance to do away with both the National Guard and the 
‘erime of 1898’—that’s what they call an addition to the 
Army code passed at the outbreak of the Spanish War 
over the vigorous protest of the old Army gang. That law 
required that in the selection of officers for the Regular 
Army a certain percentage of new officers should be se- 
lected from tke ranks and civil life. The Army managed 
to get a proviso included while Congress was not looking 
which practically nullifies the law. It is to the effect that 
the examining boards, ‘composed entirely of course of 
Regular Army officers, shall follow the provisions of the 
act ‘if a sufficient number of officers from civil life can 
pass examinations to fill vacancies.’ They see to it that 
but blamed few outsiders horn into their sacred organiza- 
tion, and they in the lower positions, thereby making an 
excuse to raise the rank of shave-tails just out of West 
Point.” 

This upholder of “a square deal for all the people’— 
Regular Army officers barred—then describes the recent 
“series of so-called examinations for Regular Army bil- 
lets held throughout the country,” which it declares “were 
attended largely by former Guard officers who had served 
with distinction overseas as captains, majors, etc.” The 
examinations are described as being conducted by “super- 
cilious Regulars,” and taking the form, according to “one 
former officer,” of “a physical examination of my wife’s 
social position.” At which the “former officer walked out 
and came home.” It continues: “He wasn’t asked what 
he did at the head of his men in France. Nobody cared, 
so long as the sacred social circle of the Regular Army 
was in no danger of pollution by association with a wo- 
man who at one time in her past may have taught school 
or clerked in a store. And that is one of the conditions 
that the next Congress will take great pleasure in swat- 
ting regardless of the Army lobby maintained in Wash- 
ington at the taxpayers’ expense.” 

The moral responsibility for this farrago of misrepre- 
sentation and villification of the Regular Army lies with 
Senator Capper himself. This is true in a double sense, 
since the publisher of Capper’s Weekly is a member of 
the Congress that enacts the laws under which the Army 
operates, under which it has to operate unless it is to be- 
come a wholly lawless arm of the Government. And of 
all the senseless and absolutely false charges brought 
against the U.S. Army by self-seeking politicians that of 
the Army being lawless never has been made. It is to be 
noted in this connection that when Senator Capper is in 
his seat in Congress in Washington he is not often heard 
in opposition to Service legislation. Yet when he is at 
home as the publisher of his weekly and engaged in 
championing “a square deal for all the people’—Regular 
Army officers barred—he is given to wilful and persis- 
tent misrepresentation of everything connected with the 


commissioned personnel of the Regular Army. 

The recent examinations that are the burden of this 
grossly false-and malicious attack were held to carry out 
the provisions of Sec. 24 of the Army Reorganization act 
of June 4, 1920, passed by the Congress of which Senator 
Capper was a member. This provision of the law has to 
be carried out by members of the Military Establishment 
whether it is agreeable to them or not as have all the 
provisions of all our military laws. Sec. 24, relating to 
the filling of vacancies in the commissioned personnel of 
the Army, makes such vacancics much more open to per- 
sons outside the Regular Army than any previous law in 
the history of the country, since it provides that “‘not less 
than one-half of the total number of vacancies caused by 
this act . shall be filled by the appointment 
. . of persons other than officers of the Regular 
Army.” The law also provides for examination of candi- 
dates. If the Regular Army officers maintained an “Army 
lobby,” such as Senator Capper’s paper charges, they 
would be very stupid to allow the Army commissioned 
personnel to have as many non-Regular officers as Regu- 
lars if they were as violently opposed to such a course as 
Senator Capper’s paper represents them as being. As for 
West Point graduates having active control of the Army, 
it has been shown in our columns repeatedly that the 
proportion of West Point graduates in the Military Es- 
tablishment has been in the minority for many years. In 
addition to this, the U.S. Military Academy is the most 
democratic institution of learning in the United States, 
the very nature of the personnel of the Cadet Corps mak- 
ing for the negation of snobbishhess. That such a spirit 
is cultivated at West Point, or in the Army generally, is 
one of the silliest charges made by irresponsible American 
journals, of which Capper’s Weekly is a_ blatantly 
wretched example. That charge is false to the core. 

As to the subject matter of the examinations for officer 
candidates, that was made public on June 7, and the only 
reference to personal and social qualifications contained 
in the announcement Was that each candidate should 
present three letters of recommendation when he ap- 
peared before the examining board. It is conceivable that 
Senator Capper has some moral and social standards set 
up for employees on his weekly, and that he would not 
engage a chicken thief to report social functions for his 
paper. Physical and social appearance are weighed in the 
balance in the case of every man who applies for a posi- 
tion in the modern business world. Would it be Senator 
Capper’s idea that these indications of character are not 
to count in the case of candidates for commissions in the 
U.S. Army? That would appear to be his philosophy as 
it is represented in this grossly false and abusive article 
regarding our Regular officers. 
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PROBLEM OF ARMY OFFICER SUPPLY. 

Irom the figures given on page 89 in our issue of 
Sept. 25 it becomes apparent that the problem of the 
supply of officers needed for the Army under the Reor- 
ganization act of June 4, 1920, has not been wholly 
solved by the War Department’s action in inviting “per- 
sons other than officers of the Regular Army who served - 
as officers of the U.S. Army at any time between April 
G, 1917, and the date of the passage of this act,” to take 
examinations for commissions in the Army. The above- 
mentioned figures show that out of the 14,431 men who 
originally announced their desire to become officers of 
the Army only 4,970 have been approved by the Final 
Selection Board up to Sept. 23. This is approximately 
one-third of the number of men who expressed their de- 
sire to be candidates. Of this number passed by the 
selection board The Adjutant General had made 3,589 
tenders of appointment up to Sept. 21 and had received 





- acceptances of only 1,216, which is approximately one- 


third of the number of commissions tendered. 

The authorized commissioned strength of the Army 
under the Reorganization act is 17,717. At the latest 
available figures there were 15,168 commissioned officers 
in the Service, leaving a present shortage of 2,549 in the 
commissioned personnel. If all the candidates who 
passed the July examinations and who have been ap- 
proved by the Final Selection Board accepted their ten- 
ders of appointment the shortage would be made up com- 
pletely. But as the above estimate shows the shortage, 
after all appointments and acceptances are completed, 
will be approximately the same as at the time the 
estimate was made. The sources from which appoint- 
ments can be made to make us this shortage are to 
be found in Section 24e of the Reorganization act, 
which provides for the appointment of officers in the 
grade of second lieutenant “of graduates of the United 
States Military Academy, from warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty years who have had at least two 
years’ service, and from Reserve officers and from offi- 
cers, warrant officers and enlisted men of the National 
Guard, members of the Enlisted Reserve Corps and grad- 
uates of technical institutions . . . all between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty years.” Since the candi- 
dates at the July examinations have presumably fairly 
well exhausted all the above sources outside of the Reg- 
ular Army it seems inevitable that if the commissioned 
personnel is to be increased to its authorized strength, 
and this is an absolute necessity if the present Army is 
to function properly, the War Department will have to 
fall back on the Army’s non-commissioned officers and 
enlisted men for its supply of commissioned officers. At 
the outbreak of the war it was suggested in the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL that examinations be arranged to 


the end that non-commissioned officers and enlisted men 
who were known to be excellent soldiers could be exam- 
ined solely on the basis of their knowledge of military 
duties. This plan was adopted by the War Department - 
with the result that the Army gained a large number of 
junior officers who gave an excellent account of them- ‘~ 
selves during hostilities and in the period of demobiliza- 
tion. In view of the unusually large number of recruits 
coming into the Service of late, such junior officers ag 
these would materially lighten the burdens of their sen- 
iors, burdens that have been materially increased under 
the Army Reorganization act and by the various duties 
now given to commissioned oflicers in connection with 
morale and the educational feature of Army life. 
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HEALTH OF TROOPS. 


Health conditions among troops in the United States 
are excellent, according to reports received in the Office 
of the Surgeon General for the week ending Oct. 1. 
There is a decrease in both the admission and non-effec- 
tive rates for the week. The incidence of epidemie dis- 
eases except malaria is low, but one new case each of 
pneumonia, dysentery, and scarlet fever being reported. 
There were twenty-eight new cases of malaria reported 
during the week, ten from the 8th Corps Area, seven 
from Camp Pike, four from Camp Gordon, two from 
the Disciplinary Barracks, Fort Leavenwcrth, and one 
each from Camps Eustis, Jackson, Knox, 4th Corps 
Area and 9th Corps Area. The death rate for disease 
was 1.32. There were four deaths from disease re- 
ported during the week, none of which were due to com- 
municable disease. Excellent health conditions continue 
among the American Forces in Germany, but three new 
cases of pneumonia and three of influenza being reported 
during the week. There were no deaths from disease re- 
ported.

Bic GAINS IN MARINE Corps ENLISTMENTS. 


Recruiting for the Marine Corps has made a remark- 
able gain since July, when 826 recruits were enlisted. A 
substantial inercase was recorded for August, when the 
total accepted applicants numbered 1,335, and in Sep- 
tember the total rose to 1,656, more than doubling the 
figures for July. Early returns for October show a 
still greater increase, and it is expected that the final 
figures for the current month will far exceed the Sep- 
tember total. Enlistment figures in recent months have 
been increased by large numbers of former marines who 
are returning to the Service. Many of the new recruits 
are men who have only recently reached the enlistment 
age, and recruiting officers report the younger recruits 
are attraeted by th. educational opportunities offered by 
the Marine Corps. The Marine Corps has not. launched 
any special advertising campaign, and the present un- 
usual rise in enlistments is attributed to the fact that 
many of the new recruits find conditions in the Service 
desirable and are irducing their friends to join. 








REIMBURSEMENT FOR LOST PERSONAL Property. 

Many officers and enlisted men in the Service, as well 
as a large number of officers and men who served during 
the World War, continue to inquire whether they will 
be reimbursed for personal property lost during hostili- 
ties. Although the War Department brought the matter 
to the attention of Congress the subject went over until 
the House and Senate reconvene in December. A bill, 
S. 8750, which is an act to amend “an act to provide 
settlement for claims of officers and enlisted men of the 
Army for the loss of private property destroyed jn the 
military service of the United States, approved March 3, 
1885, as amended by the act of July 9, 1918, and for 
other purposes,’ was passed by the Senate Feb. 2, 1920. 
It has not yet passed the House but may be enacted of 
at the next short session of Congress. This bill in its 
present form will carry an appropriation of $300,000, 
if passed by Congress. 
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Camp Dix Now ArMy Discnarce CENTER. 

3ecause of the congestion at Fort Slocum, N.Y., the 
War Department has found it necessary to divert to 
Camp Dix, N.J., the activities related to the discharge of 
men returning from the American Forces in Germany and 
from the Panama Canal Department. Brig. Gen. Harry 
C. Hale, U.S.A., commanding at Camp Dix, has been in- 
structed by the War Department to organize a discharge 
center from troops of his command, and after Nov. 1 
all enlisted men returning for discharge and landed at 
New York will be sent to Camp Dix. The War Depart- 
ment points out that from the excellent results obtained 
from recruiting for the 1st Division and with the su- 
perior facilities at Camp Dix, it is believed that a meth- 
od of handlng men sent to this camp can be developed 
that will induce many of them to re-enlist as soon as 
the novelty of civil occupation has worn off.

T. Craven, U.S.N., Director of Naval. Aviation, writes 
on the air activities of the U.S. Navy. For the purpose 
of informihg .the people and arousing interest in the 
naval and military adaptation of the art‘of flying such 
popular articles are admirable as they have a liberaliz- 
ing influence upon governmental policies relative to the 
development of aviation. The two articles have naturally 
ben read by officers of the Services, and as naturally the 

atements eontained in them have aroused comment. 
Captain Craven confines his discussion-to the activities 
of the U.S. Navy it. aeronautics and compares the rela- 
t've worth of lighter-than-air ships and heavier-than-air 
craft in their adaptation to the fleet, incidentally answer- 
ing the question: “Should an independent air service be 
created?” -with-a Navy negative. The article.on the 
whole is a calm arraignment of facts, of specific techn’- 
cal problems in the solution of which the Navy is, a: 
has been, engaged as viewed by a line officer directing 
air activities. 

General Mitchell’s text is that “future contro! of the 
seas depends on the eontrol of the air,” .and he draws lib- 
cvally upon World War experiences to carry out his point. 
In drawing a lesson from the Battie of Jutland, for ex- 
ample, General Mitchell states that “in this contest, the 
German Zeppelins kept up a constant patrol over the 
North Sea . . and reported to their own fleet the 
whereabouts of the British naval detachments. Had the 
Yeppelins been shot out of the air by pursuit aviation, or 
by other Zeppelins, the German fleet would have been 
without eyes, and the superior British fleet would have 
destroyed it.’ The Zeppelin observation patrol during 
this encounter has been a popular belief based upon 
newspaper reports principally. Admiral von Scheer, in 
his book “Germany’s High Sea Fleet in the World Wer,” 
141, tends to disprove this belief in an airship 
parol. He states: “Between two and three p.m. (May 
31, 1915), L-9, 14, 16, 21 and 23 ascended for long-dis- 
tance reconnaissance in the sector north to west of Hel- 
goland. They tock no part in the battle that was so soon 
to follow, neither did they see anything of their own 
main fleet, nor of the enemy, nor hear anything of the 
battle.” Again, page 164, reporting the situation on the 
morning of June 1, Admiral von Scheer writes: “L-11, 15, 
22 und 24 had gone up during the night for an early 
reconnaissance. At 5:10 am., L-11 reported a squadron 
of twelve English battleships, numerous light craft and 
destroyers on a northerly course . . . and immedi- 
ately afterwards enemy battleships and battle cruisers 
north of the first unit. The airship was heavily fired at, 
but kept in touch until compelled to retire and lost sight 
of the enemy in the thick atmosphere.” The Admiral 
quotes reports from the diary of the L-11, which contain 
statements such as “it was imposstble to see beyond one 
or two nautical miles”; “the enemy did not come in 
sight again”; “at eight a.m. the commander-in-chief of 
the High Ses Fleet dismissed the airship and the L-11 
rcturned.” Admir.l von Seheer coneludes (page 198) : 
“The remark iz: my orders to che effect that the enterprise 
was to be carried out even if air-scouting was lacking 
gay rise to direct intervention of the All Highest, who 
declared we were on ro account to do without air-scout- 
ing. The stormy spring weather made it: extremely 
doubtful whether we would earry out the plan under 
these conditions, and in fact, when the time fixed for the 
enterprise arrived, the wevther was quite unsuitable for 
airships and thus the scheme collapsed.” ; 

In crediting England with first developing. floating air- 
plane earriers, General Mitchell states that Great Brit- 
tain is “now reported to have a division of’ battle cruisers

Hermes, under construction; speed, 
25 knots; gun-power, unknown; equipment, 25 airplanes, 
Thus it is-plain that none of these British airplane 
carriers has a speed of more than 32 knots (the speed 
of the Furious), the gun-power of a battleship, nor is 
there a “division” of these craft, but that they are widely 
scattered. General Mitchell states that the airplane car- 
rieres should be capable of accommodating “one group of 
100 pursuit airplanes”—although the British in design- 
ing the Hermes content themselves with a capacity of 
twenty-five; and that the airplane carrier “should have 
a speed of at least forty knots, or around fifty miles an 
hour’—which no ems ship has yet attained. These 
ships, he declares, “should be about 1,000 feet in length 
. . . its width would be over 100 feet,” which beam 
would test the limitations of the Panama Canal locks. 
Dwelling upon projectiles suitable for use from air- 
planes, tis article states that the torpedoes being tried 
irom atrplanes are those that were used from ships, and 
that the “adaptation of the water torpedo for air work 
against moving shipping [is] almost useless as a prac- 
tical proposition.” He believes that “torpedoes with 
wings on them which drop off as they strike the water, 
thereby allowing the torpedo to be launched from a 
height” is “the beginning of a solution of this problem.” 
Vinged torpedoes have been tested exhaustively both by 
the U.S. Navy and ordnance experts of foreizn na- 
tions. None has, to this day, been developed to the ex- 
tent of promising ultimate success. In expressing his 
views on bombardment aviation, General Mitchell says 
that “armored attack planes could engage them (navies) 
in single column, so as to keep the battleship under con- 
stant machine gun and cannon fire at an altitude not to 
exceed from 100 to 300 feet. This would keep any 
observafSon personnel, anti-aircraft crews and lookouts 
on the battleship pretty well occupied in watching this 
low-flying attack, if nothing else.” Neglecting considera- 
tion of the inconsequential damage likely to result from 
machine gun and cannon (some airplanes are now

That is why they were re- 
tained during the war as a weapon by the navy; the 
army had no use for them.” In conclusion, Ad-airal von 
Scheer declares: “We may probably look upon the m'! - 
tary career of the airship as over and done with. But 
the technical side of airship navigation has been de- 
veloped in such a high degree by our experienee in the 
war, that airship traffic in peace times will deriv> great 
advantages from it, and the invention of Count Acppel'n 
will be preserved as a step in progress of civil’ zetion.” 

It is interesting to note, in General M tchel!l’s article, 
the statement that “whole districts in Europe were de- 
nuded of their population entirely, due to airplane bom- 
bardment.” Thess populations were in fact moved out 
ahead of the advancing ground troops and to eseap* ar- 
tillery bombardment. In a War Department statement 
of Sept. 14, on A.F.F. casualties due to military agents, 
it is noted that 150 casualties in the American Army 
were due to aerial bombardment, and eighty-eight were 
due to airplanes—strafing, accidents, ete., which tend to 
prove from our own experiences that aerial bombard- 
ment has little. physical effect, whatever its effect 
upon morale may be. On the question of costs. Gen- 
eral Mitchell makes the statement that “airer: ft car 
riers cost far less than the cost of one battleship. 
This might prove a fact, but U.S. Navy experience has 
taught that speed and armament must be paid for, speed 
particularly, so that it is a question whether th» cost of 
the type of airplane carrier the writer declarcs should 
be built for use in naval warfare would be appreciably 
less than the most modern super-dreadnoughts. 

We quote from Captain Craven's article: “It is true 
that almost all armies and navies have been slow and 
remiss in adopting new arms, inventions and ideas. The 
artificiality of normal military and naval life in times of 
peace appears to encourage this failing. Aviation brings 
the two Services into far closer contact to-day than they 
have ever been in the past, and both are now keenly in- 
terested in the solution of 2 common problem. Equally 
they are alive to the fact tkat aviation is to be reck- 
oned with seriously, and each is now preparing to work 
out the future of the art, if given a chance. ..... It 
is evident that results can be obtained now and directly 
by encouraging the established air services of the vari- 
ous departments and by bringing them into closer con- 
tact with one another. By compelling them to work to- 
gether in harmony and to sink personal and individual 
interests the advance of the important cause ‘in which 
all are deeply interested will be insured.”

however, in the cases of the fellewing: The General Ad- 
ministrative. School, Q.M.C., Philadelphia, Pa.;. the 
numerous schools for bakers and cooks; the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy; Fort Leavenworth, Kas.;. Washington 
Barracks, D.C.; the Motor Transport general depots at 
Camp.Holabird, Md., Camp Jesup, Ga., Camp Normoyle, 
Texas, Camp Boyd, Texas, San Francisco, Calif.; and 
the General Supply Depot, Jeffersonville, Ind. The com- 
manding officers of the above station, except command- 
ants of schools for bakers and cooks, have been ordered 
to take similar action as that directed for the corps 
area commanders. 

All temporary non-commissioned officers in the grades 
of master sergeant, technical sergeant and staff ser- 
geant, in all services of the Quartermaster Corps, whe 
have not been appointed to their present grades by the 
Secretary of War on the recommendation of the Quam 
termaster General, except non-commissioned officers per 
manently appointed to corresponding grades in other 
staff corps or departments and transferred under proper 
authority to the Quartermaster Corps in such grades, 
and non-commissioned officers of such grades perma- 
nently assigned to schools for beakers and cooks, will be 
reduced to the grade of private, the reduction to be 
effective in the United States on Nov. 30, 1920, and at 
foreign stations at the end of this year, Dec. 31, 1920, 
In connection with the readjustment of the enlisted per- 
sonnel of this corps the Quartermaster General will 
make selection for permanent appointment, by the See 
retary of War, to the grade of master sergeant in all 
serviees of the Quartermaster Corps. the Supply 
Service selection for appointment to the grade of master 
sergeant will be made from a list of technical sergeants 
appointed to the grade of quartermaster sergeant prior 
to April 2, 1917. Consideration will be given to the 
commissioned service of these men during the World War 
as well as all ether previous service. 

Reeommendation for appointment to the grade ef 
technica] sergeant is at present confined to members of 
the Quartermaster Corps who have had not less than 
three years’ service, including at least one year’s ser 
vice as @ non-commissioned officer at date of applies 
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tion, Their grades will make it incumbent on them te 
take charge of public property and to act as clerks end 
assistants to the proper officers of the various serves 
of the-corps. Appointment to the grade of staff sergeant 
wili also be confined to members of the Quartermaster 
Corps capable of filling vacancies in particular designa- 
tions of this grade. The enlisted personnel of the Quar- 
termaster Corps, who are interested and concerned in 
this classification, are advised to address their applica- 
tions for appointment to these grades to the Quarter- 
master General, Washington, D.C., prepared in the hand- 
writing of the applicant. Applications will be fo» 
warded through the commanding officer of the statiog 
where the soldier is serving to the proper board of quay 
termaster officers. Applications will be accompanied by 
immediate commanding officer’s approval or disapproval 
and certificates from medical officer stating that apgki- 
cant is physically suited to perform duties incident to 
the position. It is contemplated by the Quartermaster 
General to hold prescribed examinations for the swfec- 
tion of men for appointment to these grades as so@\ as 
practicable after the readjustment of grades referre! to 
above has been accomplished. 

Commanders of corps areas, territorial departments 
and excepted stations, and the commanding gg¢)eral, 
A.F. in G., will readjust all grades below that o/ staff 
sergeant within the apportionments and allotments to 
their commands not later than Dec. 1, 1920. Thy will 
also make all appointments, promotions and reductions 
of sergeants, corporals and privates, first class, end will 
rate and disrate enlisted specialists of all classes, on the 
recommendation of the senior quartermaster of the com- 
mand. Appointment of first sergeant in organizations 
and detachments, when such grade is specifically au- 
thorized in tables of organization for the detachment, 
will be made as directed in Paragraph 275, Army Regu 
lations. Readjustment of all grades and enlisted spe- 
cialist classes will be made by the commandants of 
schools of bakers and cooks to take effect not later than 
Dec. 1, 1920. Recommendations for appointment to the 
grade of master sergeant will not be made at this time 
by boards of officers now being appointed, according to 
the Quartermaster General.

NEW OCCUPATIONAL INDEX FOR U.S. ARMY, 
Plan Suggesied by War Department General Staff. 


There has been suggested to the War Department 
through the War Plans Division of the War Department 
General Staff a modification of the code system described 
in the “Trade Specifications and Index, U.S. Army,” its 
adaptation to the Tables of Organization, and linking 


it with the classified index to occupations of the four- 
teenth census, 1920. The basic principles of the modi- 
fication have been approved and the first example is 
shown in G.O. No. 58, War Dept., Sept. 20, 1920, which 
provides for the grades and specialist ratings for en- 
listed men of the Quartermaster Corps. In these orders 
the first column of the table of occupations relating to 
ratings authorized shows a symbol number, such as 472 
for automobile operatives, 134 for bakers, 136 for black- 
smiths, etce., which are the symbol numbers used in the 
s index. In the U.S. Army Trade Specification 
nd index the symbols are somewhat complicated, occu- 
tional names being indicated by 8-s for ship carpenter, 
wm for wood worker machine operator, 22-a for au- 
tomobile driver, ete. The suggested plan would so re- 
construct the system of symbols that the Army symbols 
‘would be those of the census index, modified by addi- 
tional index figures. For example, “clerks” in the 
eensus classification is simply in by the numerical 
bol The Army system suggested would, for 
© many classes of clerks, use an added numeral in 
addition to the number to ye | out the classification 
with reference to all classes of clerks, so that the Army 
bols would be 994-1, 2, and so on, which would 
lify the carrying of all classes of clerks indexed by 
trade affiliations. The plan is simply to revise the 
le specifications in the Army to conform with those 
ef the census index, applying to the Army the standard 
equirements for men, the trade specialists and the mili- 
Sar specialists. ‘ ‘ 

The value of this revision and simplification would ap- 
pear to be manifest, and officers on duty in the War De- 
partment who have informed themselves of the plan are 

animously in favor of its adoption. The problems of 





obilization and organization, such ds came up at the 
@Qntrance of the United States into the World War are 
‘still fresh in the minds of officers of the Army. It was 


use of the pressure of those problems that the Com- 
mittee on Classification of Personnel in the Army was 
organized in August, 1917, this committee being com- 
posed of a group of specialists called together by the 
Secretary of War. The system worked out by this com- 
mittee was at the time the most effective in existence, 
but its work was practically completed when its func- 
tions were taken over by the General Staff in September, 
1918, so that the armistice came at a time when the con- 
fusion caused by constantly changing instructions was 
just in process of being corrected by the stabilization and 
amplication of instructions and the work of the classifi- 
cation inspectors. When, early in 1919, the history of 
this system was published by the War Department, the 
process, although far from being perfected, approached 
f standard of efficiency. In the last year, however, 
argely due to impending Army reorganization, the per- 
sonnel system has fallen into disuse, so that the sug- 
gested plan of co-ordinating the Army system with the 
nation-wide classification made in collecting the 1920 
census, is first of all desirable because it will keep alive 
a matter of primary importance in the event of an emer- 
gency. 

Such a classification is intimately tied up with the 
selective service plan, and it is appreciable how simple 
the procedure of the War Department would be in con- 
nection with the selective service law. It would require 
merely a request to the Census Bureau for the mechani- 
cal sorting of its elaborately punched cards of any trade 
Bpecification—so tlat in the shortest possible time the 
Census Bureau could report to the War Department the 
Available automobile mechanics, drivers, etc., carpenters, 
tooks, in fact, the Census Bureau could supply without 
doss of time complete data on any or all trade specialists 
an the entire nation. 

The Census Bureau’s system of symbols by number is 
0 simple it can be made to fit in exactly with the classi- 

cations the Army must apply directly in peace or in 
war, so that it is a wise plan for the Army to adopt 
the census system of indexing trade specifications, modi- 
ing it only in so far as necessary to adjust itself with 

e specialist ratings of the Army, and that this can be 
Gone very easily is indicated in example of “clerks,” 
teferred to above. Mor the present the plan has been 
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adopted without the additional decimal to indicate a 
elass under the general symbol heading. The modifica- 
sion suggested, that is a revision making use of the addi- 
tional decimal classification, could be done by a board 
of say two members, an Army officer who had experience 
in connection with the classification of 1917-1918 and 
a civilian expert, within the period of one year. Should 
the War Department approve of this revised system it 
would have at its hand for use until the census of 1930 a 
valuable and accurate classification of the occupational 
power of the nation which would forestall a repetition 
of the confusion met in 1917, when after thirty-two divi- 
sions had been organized, those divisions had to be torn 
to pieces through combing them for the technical troops 
necessary to prepare for landing our combatant troops in 
France. 

The machinery for the prompt and efficient placement 
of specialists and skilled men in Army duties where each 
man’s ability and knowledge will immediately be most 
effective is now available-in the Census Index and it 
would seem advisable that the War Department make 
full use of this machinery. - It has made a commendable 
beginning in adopting the census symbols in relation to 
the ratings of specialists in the y, and in setting 
aside a column in the tentative schedule for Tables of 
Organization for the notation of these specialist ratings 
for the enlisted personnel in each arm and branch of the 
Service. A thoroughgoing revision, however, of the 
Army trade specifications and index, alone can set up a 
system which is simple, capable of supplying the needed 
information in the shortest possible time, and adj 
exactly with the comprehensive system of the census 
index. The Census Bureau in the 1920 census co-oper- 
ated with the War Department in an amplification of its 
own occupational classification, and at the suggestion of 
the War Department about a dozen classifications were 
added to the census index of occupations peculiar to 
modern warfare whose necessity in the Service developed 
through the experiences of the World War. As a result 
there is in the index a medium available to the War De- 
partment through which it is able to locate experts in 
unusual occupations whose need might be very great in 
the event of an emergency. ; 
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MEDICAL DEPARTMENT LABORATORIES. 

Establishment of Medical Department laboratories for 
each corps area was announced by the War Department 
on Oct. 11. <A general order will define their designa- 
tion, jurisdiction, functions, ete., as follows: They will 
be designated as the “laboratories” of the area in which 
they function, for example: Laboratory, Ist Corps Area. 
They will function under the immediate jurisdiction of 
corps area commanders. The personnel for duty in these 
laboratories will be assigned by War Department or- 
ders. As the work carried on in these laboratories is 
highly technical in character, requiring specially trained 
personnel, and pertain chiefly to the prevention and 
control of communicable diseases and the preservation of 
the health of all military pérsonnel within the corps 
area, the personnel will not be detailed for other duties, 
except in an emergency. Commands located in a corps 
area but not under the jurisdiction of corps area com- 
manders are authorized to call on the corps area labora- 
tory in which located for any laboratory work for which 
no local facilitis exist. ‘The activities of these labora- 
tories will be similar to those now being carried out by 
department laboratories. 

Corps area commanders are authorized to order the 
personnel of the corps area laberatory under their juris- 
diction to such points within the geographical limits of 
their command as may be necessary for the investiga- 
tion of outbreaks of commumicable diseases and for 
8 sanitary investigatiens relating to the preserva- 
tion of the health of. military mnel and animals. 
In addition to its stationary pment each corps area 
laboratory will be provided with two complete sets of 
the portable aaa pases for tactical corps in 
the field, one to be available for use in conducting spe- 
cial sanitary and epidemic disease investigations 
throughout the corps a and the other to be held 
available for use in the field in the event of mobilization 
of the tactical corps.- The d ent laboratories with 
their: personnel and records, heretofore pertaining to the 
Northeastern, Eastern and Departments, are 

to the control of the headquarters of the 
1st, 2d and 8th Corps Areas, respectively, and desig- 
nated as the laboratories of ‘these corps areas, The act- 
ing department laboratories for the Southeastern. and 
Central Departments with their personnel and depart- 
ment records, constituting the laboratory organizations 
of the Lawson General Hospital, Fort McPherson, Ga., 
and the Lovell General Hospital, Fort Sheridan, IIL, 
respectively, both of which hospitals have been desig- 
nated as station hospitals, are transferred to the coh- 
trol of the headquarters of the 4th and 6th Corps Areas, 
respectively, and designated as the laboratories of these 
corps areas. Laboratories for the 3d, 5th, 7th and 9th 
Corps Areas will be established at the headquarters of 
the respective corps areas as soon as practicable. The 
department laboratories now functioning at Manila, P. 
I., and Honolulu, H.T., will retain their present desig- 
nations. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF PETTY OFFICERS, U.S.N. 

Admiral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., commander-in- 
chief of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, desires to publish a 
handbook relating to the development of petty officers, 
for the use of petty officers, with particular reference to 
the development, guidance and encouragement of men 
who are often placed in positions of responsibility. He 
makes this announcement ina letter to the fleet, dated 
North river, New York, Oct. 4, and says further; 

“The commander-in-chief believes that the problem of 
directing men which faces a young petty officer is one 
of the very hardest in the Service. He has the prestige 
given him by his rating badge and has the advantage of 
somewhat greater knowledge and experience than are 
possessed by the men under him—except for his own pre- 
sumably greater force of character, these are his only ad- 
vantages, ‘ 

ope encourage thought along these lines, the com- 
mander-in-chief offers cash prizes for the two best essays 
written on the above subject by any officer, er man in 
the fleet, excluding commissioned officers on the com- 
mander-in-chief’s staff. For the best essay $150 will be 
given; for the second prize, $100. he following are 
the only conditions: The article must contain not less 
than 2,000 words, and not more than 7,500 words; it

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BATTLE EFFICIENCY, U.S. ATLANTIC FLEET.

1. An analysis of the results of gunnery and engineering

year a full year’s gunnery schedule except the torpedo defense 
and night practices, and reached a degree of efficiency in engi- 
neering which permitted the conduct of a remarkably creditabie 
full power trial by all of the vessels.

To Tre Eprtor oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

It can be safely taken that commanding officers, in & 
great majority of cases, sincerely desire the constant im- 
provement of the officers serving under them. It can 
be safely taken that if there is a reasonable mentality 
in officers serving under commanding officers the latter 
are chargeable, responsible and accountable unless there 
is such constant improvemert. Of course, this is ob- 
vious ; but it is a matter of common knowledge that the 
obvious things fails to register adequately in most cases. 

Measuring an officer’s worth by comparing his per- 
formance to the performance of known officers is neither 
more nor less than measuring by opinion. And in this 
case there is too much scatter to the opinion, as almost 
any two officers will vary as to the style of the officer 
they look up to most or look down on most. Getting a 
standard by this means leaves it pretty much to the in- 
dividual to determine his own stanjard, and opinions 
differ. The laws on evidence farnish sound information 
as to the value of opinion as evidence. 

Very few officers deny that promotion by elimination 
and selection are desirable. What they fear about it is 
the way it will be done. 

Assume that we have these two facts: (1) The re- 
sponsibility of the commanding officer to make a useful 
officer out of every one of his subordinate officers who 
has sufficient mentality; (2) the development of a stand- 
= for elimination and selection which is made up of 

acts. 

There are many things which are essential to a war, 
but there is this indisputable fact: If there is no com- 
bat there will be no war. Tactical ability is what is re- 
quired in combat. We have basic tactical laws which 
state what must be done to secure success in combat. 
The standard sought for in No. 2 is nothing more than 
these basic tactical laws. The real question to be de- 
termined in the case of any officer is simply, To what 
extent is he qualified to put these laws into practice? 
Combat and exercises and a set of examiners who know 
these laws and can reduce their findings on the practice 
to exact expressions of fact as to wherein these laws 
Were or were not put into practice, eliminate matters of 
opinion and personality. War is not a matter of catch- 
as-eatch-can or lack. It is a matter of science. 

The commanding officer with his responsibility is re- 
lieved from his opinions, if he really deserves to know 
what kind of officers he has and knows the basic laws 
well enough to locate them in pract'ce he can readily de- 
termine the capacity of.any of his officers. Put classifica- 
tion on a footing where a man stands or falls by his own 
acts and not on anyone's opinion of his acts. Give it a 
decent common law basis.

THE ARMY UNIFORM. 
Te rur Eprvor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL: 

In the next few months there will be commissioned 
in the Army a great many new officers, some of whom 
will have uniforms worn in the late war. while others 
will be required to purchase new ones. It seems that 
this would be the time to make some changes in the uni- 
form if any are to be made. Everyone will agree, I 
think, that a better type of uniforms could be made for 
both officers and enlisted men. No doubt the War De- 
partment is contemplating some changes, ia which case 
some announcement should be made at once which would 
result in a great saving to the officers, who will be re- 
quired to purchase new uniforms. 

In civil life we do not use the same style of clothes 
in fiekl work that we do for office or evening wear, but 
the kind which fits the oecasion best. It isn’t practical 
for a man at a desk to wear breeches and leggins or an 
officer going to church to wear boots and spurs, where 
comfort and Jleoks would be better served by the wearing 
of trousers. Nor is it practical for a soldier to go into 
the field with a tight fitting, high-collared blouse when 
a more comfortable type would allow him to work much 
better. 

For a field uniform something on the ivpe of a Nor- 
folk jucket, in which the wearer would have lets of 
clbow room, with breeches and short-laced beots instead 
of shoes and leggins, would cost no more and be more 
practical than the present uniform. A goed change in 
the campaign hat would be to replace the hat eord with 
a colored hat band as this would look neater and be less 
expensive. 

For a dress uniform a different point of view should 
be taken; for mstance, im civil life the dress suit isn’t 
what you might call practical, but it sure sets off the 
wearer. Make the dress uniform somethiag that young 
men outside the Army envy instead of criticize. If each 
brarch of the Service were to select its uniform the ecom- 
petition would help create a much better “esprit de 
eorps” and make a better Army. For the enlisted men 
a pea jacket with trousers and cap would be a smart 
uniform for the mounted services, while a blouse with 
trousers and cap would be good for foot troops, substi- 
tnuting white trousers in beth cases for summer wear. 
There are a great many combinations that would make 
better looking soldiers and nothing creates the admira- 
tion of anyone more than a smart looking soldier. 

EX-OFFICER. 
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QUESTIONS AS TO INSIGNIA, 
To Tur Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

If there are any good reasons to account for the regu- 
lations governing the following, it would be interesting to 
know what they are. I have asked many officers, but 
have found none who knew of a satisfactory explanation 
or who believed the regulations in question to be sen- 
sible: 

What is the reason for prescribing that non-commis- 
sioned offiecrs shal} wear the chevron on one sleeve only ? 
When the change from chevrons on both sleeves to one 
sleeve was made in 1917. it was generally believed to be 
an economic measure. During 1918, however, there ap- 
peared hundreds of thousands of elaborately embroidered 
and colored shoulder badges for division, corps, army, 





district, zone, etc., insignia. So there must be some rea- 
sop other than one of economy. 

And what is the reason for prescribing that insignia 
of rank of officers shall not be worn on raincoats? This 
is a mysterious provision of the uniform regulations, and 
a very unpopular one. 

Why continuo the unsatisfactory insignia for lieuten- 
ant colonels and majors, and for first and second lieu- 
tenants? The difference between the gilt and silver 
shades very frequently cannot be distinguished. A simple 
‘and popular remedy, which has heretofore been sug- 
gested by several officers, would be to prescribe two gilt 
leaves for a lieutenant colonel, one gilt leaf (as at pres- 
ent) for a major, and one, two or three silver bars for 
the second lieutenant, first lieutenant, or captain, Te- 
spectively. The stock on hand in the posséssion_ of in- 
dividuals and dealers of silver leaves could readily be 
gilded, and the gilt bars silvered. About ninety-nine per 
cent. of our Army personnel ee weleome such changes, 
and the expense would be light.

GRADE INSIGNIA OF N.C.O.'8. 


Vo ruk Eporron of THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL; 

In the July 24, 1920, issue of the AnmMy AND Navy 
Journat, Mr. Woerner suggests change of grade insignia 
of N.C.0.'s. Following is a modified suggestion of grade 
insignia, that the insignia not be changed execpt in ma- 
terial. ; 

Why not adopt an insignia of metal, having the same 
design as at present? The insignia to be of bronze with 
silyer stripes and of suitable size to be worn on the col- 
lars of both shirt and blouse, to be attached in the man~ 
ner of the insignia of an officer and having a safety clasp 
to prevent loss. The advantages of this type of insignia 
are as follows, that in case of reduction they would be 
turned in to the supply sergeant and reissu in practi- 
cally as good condition as when new ; which cannot be 
sail of the present insignia. It would eliminate the un- 
faded patch that is in evidence when the present insignia 
is removed. ‘Chere would be less nmuniformity, such as 
caused by new and old insignia of the present type. 
It is believed it would be much more attractive than any

WOUND CHEVRONS.

The majority of those entitled to wound chevyrons do 
not regard the chevrons as a satisfactory reward or dis- 
tinction, as it differs but slightly from the overseas war 
service chevrons, for which it is generally mistaken. 

It has been suggested that the War Department adopt 
a more suitable insignia and it is believed that the most 
appropriate method of indicating and rewarding a soldier 
wounded in action would be to award him a medal of 
suitable design suspended by a distinctive ribbon. Both 
the medal and ribbon to be of the same general type as 
the various campaign medals that have been issued, except 
that the medal be of silver instead of bronze, additional 
wounds to be denoted by, say, small silver palms on the 
ribbon or medal.

WARRANT GRADE. 
To Tur Evitor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

It is hoped that the War Department will not recom- 
mend amendment of Section 4A of the act of June 4, 
1920, so as to give warrant officers retirement under the 
same conditions as enlisted men. I consider the retire- 
ment feature of the present law, with slight amendment, 
the best part of it. I say this because if an enlisted 
man becomes disabled, prior to completing thirty years’ 
serviee, he is given a disability discharge and a small 
pension, whereas the warrant grade, as the law now 
reads, would retire a disabled man upon three-quarters 
pay. Furthermore, the present law makes about fifty 
per cent. of the pay of an enlisted man allowances, which 
are very good during active service, but of no value after 
retirement, as the law authorizes retired pay of three- 
quarters of the pay only, plus about $15 allowances. , 

The warrant grade should carry good pay and limited 





allowances. Undoubtedly if Section 4A is amended as - 


noted below it would be satisfactory to the greater num- 
ber of former enlisted men who served as officers during 
the emergency. The last clause would take care of the 
retirement of these men and at the same time hold future 
warrant officers to same retirement as commissioned offi- 
cers. It can readily ‘be seen, by comparing the War De- 
partment proposal with this one, that there is very little 
differenee in the financial end. Proposed amendment: 
Rescind the last sentence of Section 4A, act of June 4, 
1920, and substitute the following therefor: 

“Warrant officers of the Army shall receive the pay 
and allowances of a second lieutenant, shall be entitled 
to longevity pay and to retirement under the same condi- 
tions as commissioned officers, and shall take rank next 
below seeond lieutenants, and -among themselves accord- 
ing to the dates of their respeetive warrants: Provided, 
that an Army warrant officer who served honorably as a 
commissioned officer of the Army, Navy or Marine 
Cerps during fhe World War shall, upon his own re- 
quest, be placed upon the retired list after thirty years’ 
service.” 

EMERGENCY Magor. 
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THE FORMER NON-COM. OFFICERS. 
To rue Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

I would like to express in behalf of myself and other 
old non-coms. the great disappointment which we ex- 
perienced in such a great pereentage of us being dis- 
qualified for a permanent commission. Take my caso 
for an example: I have served nearly nineteen straight 
years in the Service, three years as private, thirteen as a 
non-commissioned officer most of which was continuously 
among the highest grades, and the last three full years 
as a commissioned officer, a portion of this overseas and 
some of it in action. I have not yet been discharged 
from the commission grade and have been recommended 
to be retained until Dec. 31, 1920. No doubt I made a 
poor showing in algebra, geometry and logarithms (sub- 
jects which are very rarely required in the performanee 
of practical duty as an officer) ; outside of subjects men- 
tioned it is sure that I passed a creditable examination 
mentally, morally, physically and professionally. 

When the law was passed by Congress that fifty per 
cent. of the vacancies would be given to temporary 





officers of the war it is believed that th's was enacted 
in good faith and that it was not the intent‘en of the law 
to impose upon the temporary officers, «specially with 
such short notice, an examination that would require a 
great deal of brushing up of in order to (> justice to it., 
It seem that more of us could have been given a chance 
by being appointed subject to an examination within six 
months or so.

QUARTERMASTER SERGEANTS, Q.41.C. 
‘To rue Eprror 6F THE ARMY AND Navy .iOGUNNAL: 

Prior to the promulgation of G.O. 56, War Dept., 
1920, regarding the enlisted men of tlic Army, to con- 
form to the Reorganization act of June +. 1920, Grade 
13 (Par. 9, A.R., 1913, as amended), consisted of ord- 
nance sergeants, quartermaster sergeants, (.M.C., and 
regimental supply sergeants. Under provisions of G.O. 
36, twenty-five per cent. of the ordnance sergeants will 
be appointcd master sergeants. ‘Taking into account re- 
tirements, appointments to permanent commissions and 
separations from the Service for various causes this will 
probably take care of all ordnance sergeants still on 
active duty and who hold permanent appointment. All 
of the regimental supply sergeants were made master 
sergeants. 

This leaves the quartermaster sergeants, Q.M.C., to be 
accounted for. For some unaccountable rcason they were 
placed in Grade 2 with $21 per month less base pay than 
the regimental supply sergeants and wiil no immediate 
prospects for appointment as master sergcants as prae- 
tically all positions of that grade in the Q.M. Corps have 
been filled by temporary appointments wh ch will prob- 
ably be made permanent. ery few of these temporary 
appointments are held by permanent quartermaster ser- 
geants, and it begins to look as if a very deserving class 
> Cater re Officers have been Icft out in the 
cold. 
I will cite my own case. I was a regimental supply 
sergeant about four years before my appointment as Q. 
sergeant. At the time I made application for examina- 
tion for appointment as Q.M. sergeant they outranked 
the supply sergeants and the only object I had in view 
was to advance myself in the military service. Unfortue 
nately I was promoted to Q.M. sergeant, with the result 
that I am now a technical sergeant with a monthly pay 
of $93.28; (three fogies; extra ration not included in 
the computation of monthly pay as that ix the same for 
beth grades 1 and 2). Whereas if I had not taken ex- 
amination or sé I had failed to pass I would now be a 
master sergeant with monthly pay of $150.24. That is 
a difference of $36.96; a pretty stiff fire to pay every 
month for having shown ambition. Why this discrimina- 
tion and why hand us what amounts practically to a de- 
motion? We quartermaster sergeants have also done 
our share to help win the war and to make the world @ 
better place to live in. 
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A CONGRESSIONAL VOYAGE. 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The following incidents, occurring aboard the U.s, 
A.T. Great Northern on its recent voyage to Manila ang 
return, may be of interest to persons in the Service ag 
indicative of the regard of Congressmen toward the 
Army. These incidents are true and while they do no€ 
indicate the point of view of all the party at least some 
held the views noted. The party started as an official 
Congressional party consisting of about thirty Congress 
men and nearly one hundred members of their families 
and a few who were only “friends.” ‘The staterooms 
were assigned by the War Department, giving the party 
a_certain number of each Class of staterooms—‘A” deck, 
“B” deck and inside cabins. Not satisfied with this the 
party took such rooms as they saw fit, considering that 
they and their friends ranked any officer aboard. One 
specific incident—a captain of the Navy had a state 
room below decks while a-friend of a Congressman whe 
was not aboard himself had an “A” deck stateroom! 

One Congressman’s wife asked the quartermaster agent 
aboard to recommend “some good Army officer’s wife” t6 
take care of her children during the trip! Upon being 
informed that it was not customary she stated she 
thought it quite common and that furthermore she was 
willing to pay for servicés rendered! (And then we 
have a hard time getting an increase in pay!) 

The Congressional party had a separate dining room 
on the trip. A diseussion was started there about travel« 
ing expenses. I asked one of the party why Congress 
men received twenty-one cents per mile and Army offs 
cers only seven cents. The answer was that Congresg- 
men traveled in a different class from officers, i 
being disputed, in that first class is the only class of 
railway transportation, Mr. stated that Congresge 
men ate different and more expensive food than Army 
officers! He was right, too, at the present H.C.L. 

Every regulation of the ship regarding silence, lights, 
no beds on deck, etc., was violated. The captain of the 
ship certainly had my sympathy. Another amusing inci« 
dent was a case of a lady member of the party being 
told by a sentinel that the forward part of “A” deck was 
reserved for troops (of which we had about 600). She 
became very indignant and stated the transport was re- 
served for the exclusive use of the Congressional party 
and that “someone would suffer for putting troops 
aboard.” To prevent seasickness after leaving Shang. 
hai one Congressman saw fit to serve brandy toddieg 
openly on deck to all who were afraid they might be 
seasick! This necessitated the C.O. of troops releass 
ing two soldiers who had been confined at Shanghai for 
bringing booze aboard, it being impossible to keep sols 
dicrs confined for violating transport regulations when 
the same regulation was being violated by our la 
makers and violated in the presence of at least 200 sole 
diers! Then note the interviews at ’Frisco on the scam« 
dalous fact that the Philippines were “wet!” 

Not to create a wrong impression, Ict it be undete 
stood that the whole party did not express the same opin’ 
ions, but as a soldier misbehaving in uniform causes thé 
entire Army to be looked upon with-disfavor, so did thé 
expression of opinion of various members of the Cony 
gressional joy riders cause the Army officers aboard to 
sympathize with the communities of which some 
these were representative,

U.S.S. Iptana BOMBED BY AIRPLANES. 

Trials of the destructive effe¢t of bombs discharged 
from seaplanes at a moving warship were carried out 
by the Navy Department in Lynnhaven Bay, Va., on 
Oct. 12, 13 and 14, the electrically controlled U.S8.S. In- 
diana being the target. On the first day of the trials five 
Navy seaplanes discharged twenty-five bombs at the 
Indiana as she moved through the water at the rate of 
ten knots, the electrieal control being directed from the 
radio room of the U.S.S. Ohio, which kept a distance 
of about five miles from the moving target. Not 
all the bombs made hits on the first day, but when the 
maneuvers were completed on that day it was reported 
that five direct hits had been made on the Indiana’s 
deck and that her stacks were struck. On Oct. 13 it 
was reported that 100 aerial bombs were discharged at 
the Indiana by the five seaplanes. Acco to present 
reports the demonstration of electrical control was much 
more successful than the attempts at bombing from the 
air.

A Woman of the Old Army. 

The death of Mrs. Jennie M. S. Woodburne McGregor, 
wife of Brig. Gen. Thomas McGregor, U.S.A., at Vallejo, 
Calif., Sept. 13, 1920, in her seventy-fifth year, briefly 
noted in our issue of Oct. 9, page 150, removes a woman 
who had a remarkable, interesting history in connection 
with Army life, and in the midst of great hardships, par- 
ticularly during different Indian wars. The Benicia 
Herald, of Benicia, Calif., of Sept. 13, printed some of 
her Army history, from which we make the following 
extracts: “Jennie Woodburne McGregor, daughter of 
Judge Samuel Woodburne and Jane Brown, of Phila- 
delphia, was born April 21, 1845, on her father’s estate, 
Locust Grove, near Carlisle, Pa. After graduating from 
Cottage Hill College at the age of thirteen, she was 
taken to Europe, where she spent three years in higher 
education. After her return to Ameriea, she. was mar- 
ried to Gen. Thomas McGregor, then a first lieutenant 
in the old 1st Dragoons, U.S.A. Her’entire married: life 
was spent in the Army; they having celébrated-their fifty- 
sixth anniversary the 8th of last June. After the close 
of the Civil War, in 1866, Lieut. and Mrs. McGregor, 
with her mother, nurse and ope | child, came to Cali- 
fornia, by boat from New York to Panama, then marched 
across the Isthmus, and by boat again to San Francisco. 
During one Indian campaign, from April to October, 
1866, Mrs. McGregor was with her husband the entire 
time, riding horseback mostly; and accompanied by her 
mother and two children in a earriage, never seeing an- 
other white woman during that period, with the excep- 
tion of her own mother. Mrs. McGregor’s experiences 
on this campaign proved the pianeer spirit of which she 
was possessed. Their camps molested at night by the 
Indians, they were forced to sleep behind barricades of 
sacks of flour, grain and other provisions which served 
as a wall of protection, and their food consisted of sou-- 
dough bread, salt pork, and such game and fish as they 
could kill on the way. Much of the time in the earlier 
years on the frontiers her husband was absent on dif- 
ferent Indian uprisings, and she was forced to protect 
herself, her mother and children from Indian attacks. 
During the time Captain McGregor as he then was, was 
stationed in Arizona, command of a band of recruits was 
given to Mrs. McGregor who was in San Diego, en route 
to join her husband at Whipple Barracks, and she 
took them by boat up the Gulf of California, through 
Yuma up to Edinburg. They were given uncooked ra- 
tions, and the men mutinied and tried to seize the boat, 
but she gained the mastery by having the hot steam 
turned on them. After arriving at Edinburg, they 
marched 180 miles over the desert to ‘Whipple Barracks, 
Mrs. McGregor moved to Benicia in 1879, and bought 
their present home, which was originally the home of 
General Vallejo, the founder of Benicia, and who had 
had the house built in Maine, and then shipped around 
the Horn in sections and set up in Benicia. During the 
year 1880, after the death of their son, George Crook 
Mrs. McGregor decided to close up the place and rejoin 
her husband who was then at Fort Walla Walla, Wash. 
In 1888 they went to Presidio after various tours in 
Northern California, Montana and Washington, and re- 
mained there two years. ¥rom 1890 to 1898 they were 
at different posts in Arizona, New Mexico and South Da- 
kota, when the Spanish-American War came. In 1900 


General McGregor was ordered to China during the 


Boxer trouble and then on to the Philippines, where 
Mrs. McGregor followed him a few months later. Was 
retired in 1901, and the family returned to Benicia to 
live in the old home. Mrs. McGregor was the mother of 
thirteen children, though she lost seven of them in early 
infancy, four of them dying while they were on tlie 
march from hardship and exposure, and three others 
from different causes. While Mrs. McGregor had been suf- 
fering from an incurable illness for some years, grief for 
her youngest son, Gregor McGregor, who passed away 
a little over a year ago, undoubtedly hastened her death. 
She leaves to mourn her going her husband, Gen. Thomas 
McGregor, and five children, Mrs. R. W. Johnson, wife 
of Major Johnson, U.S.A., of Los Angeles; R. R. Me- 
Gregor, of Tucson, Ariz.; Mrs. Agnes McGregor Shil- 
lock, and Mrs. Jean McGregor Kullman, of San Fran- 
cisco, and Frank A. E. McGregor, of Benicia, and six 
grandchildren, Lieut. Thomas McGregor, 2d, U.S.A.; 
Helen McGregor Kullman, George Woodburne Shillcck, 
Richard W. Johnson, jr., and Inez and Jane McGregor.”

Due to rivalry among some 
of the National Guard units in claiming recognition for 
overseas designations, the committee has been forced to 
make a most exacting study of War Department records 
in order that every unit may be justly recognized, and 
this has consumed much time and industry. While the 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of the National 
Guard is showing a healthy increase every month, growth 
is expected to take on an added impetus when the re- 
organization of the National Guard has reached a com- 
pleted status.

Motor EQUIPMENT FOR NATIONAL GUARD. :

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APPOINTMENTS IN THE REGULAR ARMY. 
Acceptances on the Increase. 

With the lists of appointments in the Regular Army 
that appear on page 186 the appointments resulting from 
the July examinations are practically completed. 

Of the 4,970 appointments in the Regular Army ap- 
proved by the Final Selecting Board, all but three ten- 
ders of appointment had been forwarded by The Adju- 
tant General's office up to Oct. 14. The three tenders are 
still under advisement for reasons that are unexplained, 
but which have to do with occurrences since the men in 
question took the examination in July last. There are 
approximately 100 cases still before the War Depart- 
ment for reconsideration on claims of manifest error, and 
which will probably be adjusted before the end of this 
month. Acceptances had increased rapidly, for on Oct. 
7 The Adjutant General’s office had recorded. a total of

Few Appointments Declined. 

The status of replies received in the War Department 
up to Oct. 7 in response to 4,818 tenders of appointment 
shows that of the officers placed on the single list 229 
declined; distributed by grades, 12 majors, 46 captains, 
104 first lieutenants and 67 second lieutenants. Thirty- 
eight tenders of appointment in the Medical Department 
and of chaplains’ grades 20 captains, 15 first lieutenants 
and 3 2d lieutenants, were also declined, making the 
aggregate 267, or six per cent. of the total tenders to 
that date. No reply up to Oct. 7 had come from nine- 
teen per cent., so that the total acceptances as related to 
total tenders stood at seventy-five per cent. Of those 
accepting appointment seventy per cent. were emergency 
officers in the Service, twenty-eight per cent. came from 
civil life and two per cent. were enlisted men in the 
Regular Army. While this two per cent. means that 
approximately seventy-two enlisted men have received 
appointment, it must be remembered that the emergency 
officers included many former enlisted men in the Reg- 
ular Army. As previously stated, it is likely when the 
process of appointment has been completed that up- 
wards of 900 of the appointees will be found to have 
served in an enlisted status. 

The War Department instruction that acceptances 
should be made within forty-eight hours of the receipt of 
tender of appointment was very generally disregarded. 
This was attributed in some measure to hesitancy of 
many candidates in accepting before making arrange- 
ments for the change involved in quitting civilian status; 
others interrogated the War Department on matters of 
peculiar personal import. 

Of the total 3,619 acceptances, the line of the Army, 
as designated in Sec. 2, act of June 4, 1920, is predomi- 
nant, showing 2,261 appointees, or sixty-one per cent. 
The appointments in the Infantry arm, 1,008, approxi- 
mate forty-five per cent. of all appointments in the line. 
The Air Service stands second with twenty-six per cent, 
of all line appointments. The commissioned strength of 
the Regular Army authorized in the Reorganization act 
is 10,752 in the combatant arms out of a total of 17,717, 
or sixty per cent., so that the statistics available on Oct. 
7 as to acceptances very closely approximate the per- 
centage authorized for the line of the Army in the law, 
and it will probably hold to this percentage when all 
appointments have. been made. 

Five Chaplains Decline Appointments. 

A list of names of newly appointed chaplains in the 
Regular Army issued by the War Department on Oct, 
9 contains eighty-four names as against eighty-nine 
names in the list printed in our issue of Oct. 9, page 
155. The five names omitted from the list of Oct. 9 
are: James H. Pollard, Frederick C. Sager. Rosmond 
M.° MacDonald, Ivan G. Martin and Ray S. True. It 
is assumed that these men have deelined sppointment 
as chaplain. 

338 Applicants for Medical Corps. 

The applications from candidates for commissions ig 

the Medical Corps came with a rush toward the clese 
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ef the time when they had to bo on file, and as a result 
there were on record~129 applicants for the grade of 
major, 136 for the grade of captain and 53 for the grade 
of first lieutenant, a total of 338. There is no limit to 
the number of applicants to qualify for the Med‘cal 
Corps, and the Surgeon General, Major Gen. Merritte 
W. Ireland, is optimistic that from these applicants the 
Medical Corps will secure approximately 275 good offi- 
cers, which will leave more than 300 vacancies still to 
be filled. 
Reconsideration Still Sought. 

Candidates. for appointment who failed of qualifica- 
tion, having found that the War Department cannot be 
moved from the policy adopted for the appointment of 
officers under the law, have in numerous instances taken 
their complaints to members of Congress. It is reported 
that the chairman of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs during a -few days spent in Washington was 
deluged with complaints, confined very generally to the 
attitude of the War Department in refusing to disclose 
the particulars upon which a candidate was disqualified 
in the mental and professional examinations. Whether 
the War Department will consent to the examination of 
the records when the appointments have been closcd 
cannot be learned at this time, but it is the view in 
Army cireles that when acceding. to. the request for in- 
formation by candidates for appointment cannot possibly 
interfere with the orderly procedure of War Department 
activities the ban will be raised to all interested in 
knowing the points on which they failed to pass the 
examinations. 

The Vacancies Reserved. 

With the expiration on Oct. 9 of the limit set for 
receipt of applications from candidates for the 200 va- 
eancies reserved in the grades from major to second 
lieutenant, there were on file in the War Department 
about 1,500 applications. In each of these cases it is 
necessary to establish that the applicant had for a val'd 
reason been unable to take the examination in July, 
or was disqualified because. of physical defect which 
has since been removed. The examining boards in each 
corps area were to meet not later than Oct. 15 to study 
the regulations governing this examination, which will 
begin on Oct. 25 and close on Oct. 30. Members of the 
boards will be Regular Army officers of field rank having 
had not less than ten years’ service. No candidate will 
be examined lacking authorization from The Adjutant 
General. Regulations to govern will be the same as 
applied to July examinations, a complete report of 
which appeared in our issue of June 12, page 1262. Un- 
like the test in July, this examination will be competi- 
tive. 

Counting Service for Rank in Army. 

Inquiries from new appointees in the Regular Army 
relative to what previous service shall count for rank in 
the Regular Army indicate that the new officers are 
giving much thought to the positions they will occupy 
on the single list. One inquirer who had seen service in 
the Philippine Constabulary evidently had an idea that 
such service would count. The War Department states 
that such service does not count for rank in the Regular 
Army, nor is it the intention to ask for a change in the 
existing law on the subject. 





APPOINTMENTS IN THE J.A.G. DEPARTMENT. 


Dissatisfaction Over Promotions Announced. 


The list of Oct. 9 (see page 186) containing the names 
of appointees in the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment completes the authorized strength of 114 officers in 
the grades of colonel to captain provided for in the Army 
Reorganization act of June 4. This list completing the 
strength of the department was ordered to be held up 
after it had been sent to The Adjutant General and was 
so held up for approximately nine days, for what reason 
is not disclosed in the War Department. It was ru- 
mored that there was some difficulty over the grading of 
some of the appointees and that there was a reconsidera- 
tion because some very desirable appointees could not 
be held in the Service if given the grades passed on by 
the Final Selecting Board. This report could not be 
confirmed, but in Army circles it was generally eredited 
in light of the grades appearing on the final list of ap- 
pointees in the J.A.G. Department. It was noted that, 
of the four colonels on that list, three had served in the 
grade of lieutenant colonel as emergency officers, and 
that of the majors one was advanced from his emergency 
rank of second lieutenant and one from emergency rank 
of first lieutenant. 

It is probable that if there was reconsideration and 
rearrangement of grades during the nine days’ delay in 
publishing this last list the facts will not be disclosed 
now or in the future. But there is no disguising in 
Army cireles at Washington the feeling that some 
extraordinary action was taken to rank the appointees 
in the J.A.G. Department close to the top and that, aside 
from the: Regular officers attached to that department 
who are ruthlessly overslaughed, the four colonels, the 
cight lieutenant colonels and the forty-one majors ap- 
pointed in the J.A.G. Department form a very high pro- 
portion of rank upon the single list for this one branch 
of the Service. Its effect upon those officers of long 
years. of service,.the Regular lieutenant colonels, majors 
and captains, as arranged on the single list is the same 
as would come through the application of selection for 
a certain branch ‘without consideration of the other 
branches, so some of these officers declare. And that 
there should be fifty-three appointees in the field grades 





in the J.A.G. Department out of the. total of ninety-two 
announced as made is regarded by these same officers as 


an extremely high. proportion, approximately fifty-seven. - 


per cent., even.taking into account the provision of the 
law that the authorized strength in this department 
shall be in the grades colonel to captain, inclusive. The 
field grades, all_ branches, in the 17,717 authorized 
strength under the new law is approximately twenty per 
cent. 

Whatever the opinion may be among the lieutenant 
colonels and the majors in the department who are over- 
slaughed by the new appointees, there is no denying that 
among Regular Army officers on duty in Washington 
there is considerable adverse comment over the appoint- 
ment of so large a proportion of officers of higher ranks 
in the J.A.G. Department alone. Also the feeling that 
there was an unduly ins‘stent influence in attaining this 
result is evidently harbored by a great many offi- 
cers. In their view the high rank attained by J.A.G. 
Department appointees will hold others back on the 
single list for promotion in their present grades for a 
much longer period than would have been the case had 
there been a disposition to distribute the grades with a 
greater degree of consideration as to the effect upon the 
single list. It is felt that distribution in the field grades 
should have been adjusted more in proportion to the 
twenty per cent. auchorized for the whole Army. 

In connection wiih the discussion now prevalent on 
this subject, it is learned that one applicant for appoint- 
ment in the J.A.G. Department who failed to qualify 
has evidently numerous friends -in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It is said that upwards of a dozen Congress- 
men representing districts in Southern states have made 
inquiries at the War Department as to the disqualifica- 
tion of this applicant and that a considerable proportion 
of these inquirers on learning of the facts have prom- 
ised that they would be heard on the matter as oppor- 
tunity presents at the coming session of Congress. If 
these Congressmen carry; out their present intention, 
and if as is probable there are attacks on the floor of 
the House on the classification of Army officers in A 
and B lists, and if the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs should take up the question of rewriting the Army 
Appropriation act and amending the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act, it would seem that an outbreak of discussion 
on military matters in the short session of Congress is 
promised. 





CHAIRMAN KAHN AND GENERAL STAFF 

In a statement given out in New York on Oct. 11 as 
coming from Representative Julius Kahn, of California, 
chairman of the House Committee on Military Affairs, 
the Associated Press quotes Mr. Kahn’s views as fol- 
lows: “The General Staff was cteated for the purpose 
of working out the problems of combatant forces of our 
Army. It was never intended that they should interfere 
with those bureaus which purchase supplies.” Mr. 
Kahn is also quoted as stating he will institute an in- 
vestigation into “deliberate evasions of provisions of the 
Army Reorganization act by Secretary of War Baker,” 
relative to the purchase of Army supplies. As Mr. 
3aker was absent from Washington the greater part of 
the week, a statement from him was not forthcoming. It 
is, however, surprising to have the statement relative to 
the combatant forces come from Chairman Kahn, who 
has served long on the Committee on Military Affairs 
and has had the benefit of observation when visiting the 
Army under war conditions in France. We are in- 
clined, therefore, to believe that he was misquoted, for 
if any member of Congress should know, Mr. Kahn 
should be thoroughly informed that in working out the 
problems of combatant forces the main questions are 


those of supply and the co-ordination and direction of. 


supply work by a central body which also controls the 
operations of the combatant forces at the front. When 
it is realized that for every man on the fighting line 
there are at least three men in the rear getting up to 
the combatants supplies and munitions of war and’as- 
sisting in the evacuation of the wounded, the important 
relation between. supply and fighting forces is at once 
apparent. If,each bureau were to decide what it will 
furnish the fighting men, when it will furnish supplies, 
and the amount of such supplies, the result would be 
confusion worse confounded. 

Chairman Kahn as a legislator has been through two 
wars—the war with Spain and the World War. In the 
former he saw the lack of a service of supply, saw our 
troops suffer severely because of the absence of a sup- 
ply administration. He also saw in the World War our 


* troops well clothed, well fed, adequately equipped, prop- 


erly reinforced with replacements—and this due to the 
fact that for the whole Army there was one directing 
head, the General Staff. So far as interference of the 
General Staff with the bureaus is concerned, it does not 
appear to.exist if by what is attributed to Mr. Kahn he 
means that uncodrdinated action should be tolerated in 
the War Department. On the other hand, there is no 
interference in any sense where the work of one bureau 
dovetails into that of all the other bureaus and the 
forces in the field. The General Staff is the codrdinating 
body. From the enactment on June 4, 1920, of the Army 
Reorganization act to the present there has not come to 
light a single ineident*to show a tendency toward in- 
terference with the operative fynetions of the bureaus; 
but there has been such a splendid showing of co-opera- 
tion’ on all sides as to prove. a charge of interference 
baseless. The reduction of the War Department General 
Staff to nminety-three officers of itself physically prevents 
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the staff from. usurping the functions of any-of i h< bu- 
reaus—even were there a desire to de so. Such a de 


sire, ‘too, appears to be non-existent. 


Relative to the statement ‘attributed to Mr.’ Kahn tha 
the spirit of the law providing for the purchase of Army 
materials by the Assistant Secretary of War “is being 
evaded” and that the law placed responsibility for gov- 
ernment buying on the Assistant Secretary in the “ex- 
pectation that ‘an expeft in commerce and industry would 
occupy the office,” the chairman of the House Commit- 
tee might have infurmed himself. by reading G.O. No. 48, 
War Dept., Aug. 12, 1920, which specify the duties of 
the Assistant Secretary of War, and which duties call 
for exactly the specifications attributed to Mr. Kahn. 
He might also have’ informed himself of the fact that 
Assistant Secretary Williams was picked for the post be- 
cause he was considered an expert in industry and manu- 
facture, whose executive and administrative ability as 
vice president of the Richmond Forging Co. brought 
about the success of that concern in the manufacture of 
munitions used by the American Army overseas, and 
that previously for fifteen years Mr. Williams had been 
connected with the American Locomotive Works in an 
executive capacity; also, that he had-never been active 
in politics. These facts are stated that general asser- 
tion may not becloud the truth: Weare unwilling to 
accredit the statements as printed in the daily press to 
Mr. Kahn for they conflict with his known breadth ‘of 
understanding of the Army and War Department condi- 
tions, and because they appear to be so out of focus 
with his reputation for judgment and calm statement in 
all matters relating to military affairs. It would be 
most unfortunate should Mr. Kahn, in the heat of the 
closing political campaign, to give verisimilitude to such 
statements as attributed to him in this published item, 
for coming from a friend of the Army whom the Army 
believes in down to its last man, such a course would be 
damaging in many more ways than in its distressing 
effect upon the morale of the officers and enlisted mien 
in the new Army for which the people have a justifiable 
feeling of sincere pride.

Satrurpay Harr-Horiway UrGep For SERVICE. : 
Army and Navy officers connected with the various 
departments and bureaus in Washington, ‘D.C., are 
strongly in favor of making every Saturday throughout 
the year a half-holiday. They declare that there are 
many important reasons Why Saturday afternoon should 
be given over to recreation and other affairs as is tho 
custom throughout the country in the many camps, 
posts and stations of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 
They invite attention to the fact that only in Washing- 
ton are the commissioned and enlisted personnel of the 
Services deprived of a Saturday half-holiday. While 
the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
have not stated their position in regard to making Sat- 
urday a half-holiday for officers, enlisted men and gov- 
ernment employees in their departments in Washington, 
it is believed that they would approve such a holiday if 
it could be carried out in accordance with the present 
regulations. Others interested in thé subject urge that 
if the law is inadequate as far as obtaining a half- 
holiday on Saturday is concerned, the project could be 
carried out if each of the departments. and bureaus 
shortened their lunch hour daily in order to make up 
the time as required by a full Saturday. Because of 
long hours in offices, many of them stuffy and filled with 
stagnant air, the commissioned and enlisted personnel 
voice the unanimous opinion that a half-holiday on Sat- 
urday would be a most welcome relief from their tasks. 
It is the prevalent custom in every place where .the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps personnel is stationed 
to enjoy Saturday afternoon apart from the cares and 
worries of. duty. It isa big. factor, they say, in keep- 
ing and building up the morale of every officer and sol- 
dier. Since the first of the year 1921 is less than three 
months away; advocates of this measure feel that some 
action should be taken at once by the responsible heads 
for making the Saturday half-holiday universal as far 
as the Services are concerned, and beginning Jan. 1, 
1921, if not before then... Saturday, half-holidays are 
the rule at present in Washington only during the sum- 
mer season. i

Orricers Horpinc RESERVE AND N.G. CoMMISSIONS. 

Due to the policy of the War Department which ex- 
isted prior to the enactment of the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, 1920, no officer in the Reserve Corps 
could at that time occupy any National Guard status. 
The Reorganization act, however, provides that Reserve 
Corps commissions and National Guard commissions 
can be held concurrently. This is brought to the atten- 
tion of such officers of both the National Guard and. the 
Reserve Corps as are interested. Those Reserve ofti- 
cers who have occupied a National Guard status prior 
to June 4, 1920, through misunderstanding of the previ- 
ous policy of the War Department, are advised to. na- 
tify the chief of the branch in which con.missioned with- 
out delay as to the rank held, organization and duty !» 
which assigned in the National Guard. This is impor- 
tant, for it will obviate confusion and inconvenience in 
the event of an emergency and will clarify the records 
in ‘the’ offices of chiefs and tend to prevent any en- 
croachment upon the National Guard status by the Te- 
serve Corps, that is, by melas a Reserve Corps assign- 
ment, or vice versa. “ ote

e functi and resp bilities of corps area and de- 
partment commanders in coanectjon with the National Guard, 
not in the service of the United States, within their corps areas 
or departments, are such as may be indicated in National 
Guard and Army Regulations.

NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICE. 
Nome Flying Ezpedition at Fargo, .N.D. 

The Army Mitchel Field-to-Nome and return figzing 
expedition, in command of Capt. St. Clair Street, Air 
Ser., U.S.A., which took off from Mitchel Field on July 
15, arriving’ at Nome, Alaska, on Aug. 23;"makmg the 
4,345 miles in the actual flying time of fifty-six hours, 
and starting on the return flight on Aug. 25, again 
reached United . States territory on Oct. 13; when. the 
four machines comprising’ the squadron arfiv ed at: Fargo, 
N.D. “The. expedition has encountered maty difficulties, 
chiefly in British Columbia, in Yukon territory and in 
Alaska, largely becausé of weather conditions, . but 
through skillful work, resourcefulness and the display of 
much gallantry overcame them all, Headquarters, Air 
Service at Washington, D.C., receivid a singteh from 
Captain’ Street ‘dated Prince Géorge, B.C., Oct. in 
which he said: “Still raining. No chance to-day. jrm 
general over this ‘entire “section.” Predict clearing“ to- 
morrow,” The. following fey this message came: “Rain 
until threé p.m. to-day, then ¢lear. “Clear to-night. Hope 
to take off to-morrow. ‘Planes and persontiel O.K.”~ ‘On 
Oct. 10 word came that ‘good. weather ‘having prevailed 
the ships took off from Pringe George-at 9:30 a.m: “and 
made Jasper, 200 ‘miles distant, without. trouble, where 
they landed to take a oil and gas. As sdoh’as'the sup- 
plies were on board the expedition again took the air, 
and at 8:30 p.m. spiralled to the landing field at Edmon- 
ton, Canada. Lieut. Ross C.. Kirkpatrick, Air Ser., 
U.S.A., who had preceded the three other machines, .ar- 
rived at Portal, N.D., in Ship No. 4 on Oct..10. Captain 
Street and the two: "other machines, piloted by Lieuts, 
C. H. Crunirine and Clifford C. Nutt, Air-Ser., U.S.A., 
left Edmonton on the morning of the "Lith, and in three 
hours and forty minutes reached Saskatoon, Canada, a 
flight of 300 miles. On Oct. 12 the three ships left for 
Portal, where they joined Lieutenant Kirkpatrick and 
continued to Fargo, N.D., where they arrived safely that 
night. After overhauling the ships the expedition was 
to start for Winona, miles away, on Oct. 13. The 
distance from there to Mitchel Field is 960 miles. 


Airplanes Locate 494 Forest Fires. 

Airplanes of the Army Air Service operating in Cali- 
fornia and Oregon, doing patrol duty, locatsd 494 forest 
fires in Jess than two and one-half months, according to 
a press dispatch. Titty -three of these fires were reported 
by wireless from airplanes assigned by the Air Service 
to co-operate with the Forestry Service in protecting na- 
tional forests from fire. 

Army Airship Zodiac Flies Over Washington. 

The Army airship Zodiac (Z.B.U.S. 1) flew from 
Langley Field to Washington, D.C., on Oct. 11 for the 
purpose of taking motion pictures from the air. The 
trip which was aided by the wind was made in a little 
over two hours. Capt. Dale Mabry, of the Army Air 
Service, was in command of the Zodiac with Lieuta 
George W. McIntyre, Lieut. F. Claire and a full erew 
of enlisted mem: After flying over the city the airship 
started back without landing to Langley. Field.

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GENERAL BARNETT’S REPORT ON HAITI. 

The report of Brig. Gen. George Barnett, U.S.M.C., 
former Major General Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
of conditions in Haiti, as personally investigated by him 
contains some 10,000 words. It covers in detail the 
eperations in Haiti from July, 1915, when the first ma- 
rines were landed, until June 30, 1920. General Bar- 
nett submitted a special report to the Secretary of the 
Navy on Sept. 18, 1920, while the major report bears 
date of Oct. 11, 1920. The major report, it is stated, 
reviews the activities of the marines in Haiti in great 
detail, showing how they restored order, protected cities 
and inhabitants from attacks by bandits, organized the 
Haitian Gendarmerie and combated the bandits who 
preyed on the peaceful population. In the special re- 
port,. however, General Barnett speaks of evidence 
which he was convinced involved unlawful and indis- 
eriminate killing of natives. 

The two reports were not made public by Secretary 
Daniels in response to criticisms of the Marine Corps 
eonduct of affairs in Haiti, but a brief summary, and 
gome extracts from the special report, were made publie 
by the Navy Department on Oct. 13. The direction quota- 
tions from the reports are here indicated by a differing 
type. summary says: . 
“General Barnett reviews the entire activities of the 
marines in Haiti, in restoring order, protecting cities 
and inhabitants from attacks, organizing the Haitian 
Gendarmerie and combatting the banditti who preyed on 
the peaceful population. He presents official dispatches 
and orders, and gives details of the many conflicts with 
bandits and engagements fought in defending cities and 
towns that were attacked and in destroying the bandit 
strongholds. In concluding his report, General Barnett 
says: 





3,250 Armed Bandits Killed. 

‘* ‘Marine Corps records at Headquarters show that of those 
armed Haitian bandits who actively opposed the Government 
ef the Republic of Haiti in the field operations and incidents 
described abeve, approximately 3,250 were killed either by 
marines in the personnel of the Gendarmerie d’Haiti. It is 
impracticable to state how many were killed, by the marines 
and how many by the gendarmes. Reports received of Haitian 
bandits wounded in the operations and jncidents consist, in the 
majority of cases, of either mere estimates or general state- 
ments and are not sufficiently complete upon which to even 
approximate the total number Wounded. One marine officer 
was killed in action and two officers wounded in action with 
Haitian bandits during this period. Twelve enlisted men of 
the Marine Corps were killed in action or died of wounds 
received in action and twenty-six were wounded in action with 
Haitian bandits during this period. This makes a total of 
forty-one battle casualties suffered by the marines during this 
period. There have two marine officers and thirty-four enlisted 
men of the Marine Corps died from other causes, such as 
disease, accident, ete., in the Republic of Haiti during this 
period. 

** "In summarizing the facts recited in the above report I 
wish to invite the attention of the Secretary of the Navy to 
the fact that from a military point of view the operations in 
Haiti may be divided into two perieds. The first period 1915 
end ‘16, when the marines were first landed in Haiti and 
during which time a state of anarchy existed in that republic, 
and the second period 1918 and '19, which period started by 
a concerted attack in force by the bandits on the city of 
Port-au-Prince: Of the total number killed during the five and 
a half years the marines have operated in Haiti, considerably 
more than half, in fact 1,763, were killed in the repulse of 
the attack on Port-au-Prince and auring the operations im- 
mediately following and made necessary by this attack. During 
the periods mentioned a state of actual war existed, but 
during the whole time the bandits were mostly engaged in 
bush-whacking. While the total number killed may seem 
large, it should be remembered that these operations extended 
over a period of five and a half years and I believe that with- 
out the operations by thé marines a much larger number of 
natives would have been killed by the bandits during this 
time.’ ’ 

In the report, which is largely made up of orders, let- 
ters, official files and archives of the Marine Corps, 
which are not made public, there appears a copy of a 
confidential letter written by General Barnett to Col. 
John H. Russell, U.S.M.C., commanding the Marine 
Cerps forees in Haiti, in October, 1919, calling for a 
thorough investigation of reports of “indiscriminate 
killing of natives.” This letter of General Barnett’s 
*was written following the evidence adduced at the trial 
in September, 1919, of Pvts. Walter E. Johnson and 
John J. McQuilkin, jr. It follows: 


General Barnett “Shocked Beyond Expression.” 


**Personal and confidential, Oct. 2, 1919. 
‘*My dear Colonel: Since you left here several things have 
eome to my notice with reference to the affairs of Haiti, 
especially in relation to the duties of the gendarmes ‘in the 
interjor. .The court-martial of one private for the killing of s 
native prisoner brought out a statement by his counsel which 
showed me that practically indiscriminate killing of natives 
has gone on for some time. I had General Long write you 
about this matter a few days ago and I wish to write a per- 
sonal note to you to say that I hope you will go into the 
matter personally with Colonel Wise and xot only attempt to 
correct but absolutely correct it. 7 
**T was shocked beyond expression to hear of such things 
and to know that it was at all possible that duty should be so 
badly performed by marines of any class. I know that you 
will take this up most seriously and I cannot too strongly 
urge upon you the necessity of going into it personally and 
thoroughly. At the same time I wish you: would personally 
see to it.and issue the necessary orders that nothing is allow 
to remain of the Corvés system and let it be wisely known 
throughout Haiti that this system will not be tolerated here- 
after. I want personal instructions sent to every officer and 
non-commissioned officer both with the marines and .Gen- 
darmerie that conditions as shown by the evidence in the trial 
ef the private abova referred to must be corrected and such 
action cannot be tolerated for a moment; and I want every 
case thoroughly sifted and the guilty parties brought to justice, 
‘‘I- think this is the most startling thing of its kind that 
has ever taken place in the Marine Corps and I don’t-want 
anything of the kind to happen again. I think, judging by the 
knowledge gained only from the cases that haye been brought 
before me, that the Marine Corps has been lacking in right 
and justice, and I look to you to see that-this is corrected and 
corrected at once. Thanking you for anything that yon may 
do in this line, and with the kindest regards for yourself and 
Mrs. Russell.’’ ‘ : — 
Colonel Russell made the investigation as. ordered, 
General Barnett. declares. in his report, and forwarded 
the evidence adduced to the Navy Department on March 
20, 1920. This report from Colonel Russell “never was 
received by me,” General Barnett states, up to the time 
ef his’ relief as Commandant of the Marine Corpe on 


June 30, 1920. In his reply to General Barnett’s letter 
quoted above, Colonel Russell stated that he had “taken 
the matter up most seriously”; that he had issued con- 
fidential orders to marines and gendarmerie in line with 
General Barnett’s directions and had also issued a 
proclamation to be “posted in all towns, published in 
the newspapers, and read to the people of each town by 
the magistrate.” The text of the proclamation was not 
given in the report. ; 

Later correspondence between Marine Corps headquar- 
ters and Colonel Russell showed that, at the latter’s re- 
quest, testimony of Marine Corps officers in the United 
States who had served previously was secured and for- 
warded to Colonel Russell. General Barnett also in- 
formed Colonel Russell that he had ordered the return 
to Haiti “of such people as may seem necessary,” add- 
ing that he would be “informed by radio when they 
start.” Whether any marines were returned to Haiti as 
a result of this order was not revealed in the report. 

General Barnett informed Secretary Daniels of the 
necessity of an investigation in a Jetter on Jan. 12, 1920, 
the report showed. In an endorsement on that letter, 
the Secretary said: “The department desires this in- 
vestigation to be expedited and proper steps taken in 
accordance with the views expressed by the Major Gen- 
eral Commandant.” 

How the matter first came to his attention is thus 
explained by General Barnett, in his special report: 

“The facts in the case as far as I can gather are as follows: 
Late in September, 1919, the cases of Pvts. Walter E. Johnsen 
and J. J. MeQuilkin, jr., were forwarded to me by the Judge 
Advoeate General of the Navy for comment as to the disciplinary 
matters involved. I read these cases over carefully and par- 
tienlarly noticed the arguments of the counsel for the defense 
in the case of Private Johnson made by ist Lieut. F. L. Spear, 
who stated that unlawful executions of Haitians, called Cacos, 
had occurred in Haiti. I was s to see such a state 
ment, as it was the knowledge I had had that any euch 
thing had taken place. I immediately wrote to the commander 
of the Ist rreviienal Brigade of Marines, Port au Prince, 
Haiti, under date of Sept. 27, 1919.” 

General Barnett adds that between the time that he 
wrote his letter of Sept. 27, 1919. to Colonel Russell and 
Oct, 2, 1919, he read the case of Private Johnson over 
again, and in order “to impress upon the brigade com- 
mander the necessity for a full and complete investiga- 
tion” wrote Colonel Russell a second letter. Comment- 
ing on this letter to Colonel Russell, who was then the 
ranking marine officer in Haiti and still occupies that 
position, General Barnett in his report of Sept. 18, 1920, 
says:- 

“I marked this letter personal and confidential, because I 
did not wish any one in the Brigade Commander's office ex- 
cept himself to have knowledge of it, but I put a copy of it in 
the files at headquarters of the Marine Corps, as it was strictly 
an official letter. Later on @ request came from the Brigade 
Commander in Haiti to have the testimony of certain officers 
who had been on duty in Haiti, and were then in the United 
States, taken and forwarded to him. 

“These officers were summoned to Washington and their 
testimony was taken by Lieut. Col. Harry R. Lay, U.S.M.C., 
under the direction of Brig. Gen. Henry ©. Haines, and re- 
turned to the Brigade Commander in Haiti by second endorse- 
ment, dated Jan. 12, 1920, a copy of which reads as follows: 

“*l, Returned, The testimony of the persons mentioned in 
the seventh paragraph of the first endorsement hereon is at- 
tached as requested. 2. It is directed that this investigation 
be completed as soon as practicable and that the full report 
of the investigation, together with your recommendations in 
the premises, be submitted to the headquarters. (Signed) 
GrokGE. BARNETT,’ ” 

Further in his report of Sept. 18, 1920, to Secretary 
Daniels, General Barnett says: 

‘*Shortly after the first letter was written on Sept. 17, 1919, 
I directed my assistant, Brig. Gem. Charles G. Long, to write 
to Colonel Russell, the brigade commander in Haiti, and tell 
him that any officers or men of the Marine Corps who had 
been in Haiti and were then in the United States, and who 
were wanted, either as witnesses, or for disciplinary action, if 
he would so inform me I would order them back to Haiti at 
once. * 

‘*In my letter of Sept. 27 I stated that Sergeant Brokaw, 
lieutenant of the gendarmeric, had been transferred North to 
a hospital so that no action could be taken in his case. I said 
this because it had been reported that Brokaw had gone to 
the hospital on account of insanity. 

‘‘About the time that the second indorsement, dated Jan. 
12, 1920, was written, General Haines stated to me that he 
had gone over the testimony carefully and that in his opinion 
there was not sufficient evidence for any action here, but that 
the testimony in whole had been sent to the brigade com- 
mander. 

‘‘General Haines said that he was going to write a personal 
letter to Colonel Russell and asked if I had any objections to 
his so doing. I stated that I had not, but that I wished a 
thorough investigation. General Haines stated that much of 
the testimony was only hearsay and could not be proved and 
we both directed that Colonel Russell forward to headquarters 
a report of what in his opinion could be proved. 

‘“he papers referred to in the first paragraph of this letter 
are at present not at headquarters, as General Lejeune has 
them with him. The papers in question, however, are the ones 
which resulted in the investigation which was conducted at 
the headquarters of the Marine Corps and the testimony taken 
was forwarded to Colonel Russell under date of Jan. 12. 


Did Not Get Russell's Report. 


‘*‘T was present at a conversation General Haines had with 
the Secretary of the Navy wherein General Haines stated that 
im his personal letter he had told Colonel Russell to hold the 
report until sent for from headquarters. Colonel Russell evi- 
dently did not act upon this suggestion, because under date 
of March 20 he forwarded his report on the matter. On May 
3, 1920, I left Washington for the Pacific coast on a tour of 
inspection and was absent until June 9. At the time of my 
departure Colonel Russell’s report had not been received at 
headquarters. Very shortly after my return I was relieved as 
commandant of the Marine Corps and up to the date I was 
finally detached no report had been received. 

‘*Considering the circumstances under which Colonel Russell 
had to make his investigation, the very poor transportation in 
Haiti and the distance to be traveled, I did not consider that 
there was any undue delay on his part. The second indorse- 
ment, under date of Jan. 12, could not have reached him until 
after the middle of January, and from that time until March 
20 did not seem like an unreasonable time for the investi- 

ation. 

° ‘‘The above report contains all the facts in the case known 
to me’ and.from the time, late in September, 1919, when I first 
became aware that affairs had not been right in Haiti, every 
possible action was taken by Headquarters Marine Corps for 
a thorough investigation. Colonel Russell acknowledged my 
confidential letter of Oct. 2 and stated in his reply that he 
would do everything possible to effect a thorough and prompt 
investigation. He forwarded to me a copy of the proclamation 
he had issued on the subject, His letter and a copy of. the 
procismation are attached to my original report on this subject 
to the Major General Commandant of the Marine Oorps. This 
roclamation issued by Coloftel Russell shows that he took my 
instructions absolutely literally. and was at that time doing 
everything in his power to correct conditions,’’ 

Blames Corvée System. 

General Barnett further on in his report says: 

‘‘From what I bave heard I think the original trouble in 
Haiti‘ was occasioned by the manner in which the Oorvée sys- 
tem was enforced. The system itself is in accordance with 
Haitian law, and was not objected to, but the trouble was, I 
have heard, that natives were on certain occasions required to 
work under the Corvée system outside of their own districts, 
which was contrary to law. I have no records, nor have I 
received any official reports which bear this out, but I re- 
member that rumors of this kind were ir circulation. The 
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Secretary of the Navy st ome time received reports on this

SANTO DOMINGO PUBLIC HEALTH WORK. 
Navy Officers’ Report on Reforms Instituted. 


Comdr. Reynolds Hayden, Med. Corps, U.S.N., aid on 
the staff of the Military Governor of Santo Dominge, 
has furnished an abstract of a review of the reorganiza- 
tion and growth of the sanitary and public health work 
in the Dominican Republic. ‘The Military Government 
of Santo Domingo, it recalls, was established in Novem- 
ber, 1916, because of the seriously disturbed conditions 
in the Dominican Republic, dangerous to both Domfni- 
cans and foreigners, and because of the repeated failures 
of the Dominiean government to observe its treaty obli- 
gations with the United States. The object of the occu- 
pation was not to destrey Dominican sovereignty, but to 
restore order. The Military Government, composed of 
United States Navy and Marine Corps officers, is 
administering the affairs of that country. At the time 
the account of the Dominican government was over- 
drawn by $14,234.33, and payment of salaries, 
bills, ete., was agg | in arrears. The Military 
ment paid all the 1916 indebtedness, has since 
expenses, and on Aug. 1, 1920, had 
treasury. It igs expected that the ,000 
debt, due in 1958, will be in 1925, thi 
years before it is due. An additional $5,000. 
made in 1918 is ex d to be répaid by 
years before due. This great improvement in 
condition has been accomplished mainly through 
tion of all taxes due, a reorganization of the 
Revenue Department, and changes in revenue laws, 
ing the main burden of the taxes upon property 
and eliminating a multitude of small taxes, 

The present government is extending general elugp 
tion and sanitation, creating communications, 
mails, telephones and sdemenie, and making 
improvements. Obligatory education has been 
and whereas there were only some 18,000 children attends 
ing school before the occupation there are now about 
120,000. The administration of sanitary and public 
health affairs has been entirely reorganized. The Mili- 
tary Government promulgated an executive order, effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1920, creating a national Department of 
Sanitation and Béneficence, administered by a Secretary 
of Sanitation. At present a Navy medical officer is de- 
tailed to fill this position, which includes all practical 
government and municipal sanitary work, charity work, 
charity hospitals, a leper colony and insane asylum, and 
a national quarantine service. The eountry is divided 
into sanitary districts, each in charge of a district sani- 
tary officer. Each municipality is required by law to 
appropriate ten or fifteen per cent. of annual income for 
sanitary and public health work. A new leper colony 
costing about $120,000 has been completed, a national 
insane asylum costing about $220,000 is under way, and 
five charity hospitals of from twenty to eighty beds, to 
cost over $500,000. Two training schools for nurses are 
being establisheA. 

For 1916 approximately $30,000 was appropriated for 
sanitation, only $5,000 of which was from the national 
government. ‘This was about three cents per capita, In 
1920 $657,000 has been appropriated, about eighty cents 
per capita. It is estimated that about $1,100,000 will be 
expended for this purpose during 1921, or about $1.40 
per capita. The Department of Sanitation is pushing 
the completion of the new o ization as rapidly jad os 
sible with the personnel available. Its activities de 
the compilation of vital statistics, reports of disease, san- 
itary engineering and the organization of a chemical and 
bacteriological laboratory. ‘The universal and voluntary 
testimony of many persons well acquainted with pre- 
vious conditions testifies to the greatly improved sani- 
tary conditions of the country. Cases of disease have 
been greatly decreased and infantile mortality rates are 
stated to have been greatly lowered. ’ 

The policy of the Military Government is to appoint 
Dominieans to al) positions of responsibility wherever 
practicable, with the idea of training a Dominican or- 
ganzation able to carry on the work under their own 
government when the temporary American occupation 
ecases. This is carried out in the Sanitary Department, 
except where special training is required. While ulti- 
mate decision in sanitary and public health matters rests 
with the Navy medica) officer acting as Secretary of San- 
itation, subject to the executive power, the Dominicans 
may still feel that they have much to do with the admin- 
istration of their affairs. Considering the great diffcul- 
ties under which the work has been performed, the prog- 
ress made in sanitary and public health work is stated 
to be excellent, and compares favorably witl similar 
work done elsewhere during recent years.

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A BRIEF ON LAW OF ELIMINATION. 
Holds Jt Jeopardizes Every Officer's Commission. 
Through the courtesy of Samuel T. Ansell, formerly 
brigadier general, U.S.A., we receive a copy of a brief 
prepared by Ansell and Bailey, attorneys, Washington, 
‘D.C., presenting their views upon some points of the 
law of elimination, which was prepared in a case In 
which the firm was employed as counsel. Of the brief 
Mr. Ansell writes: “I am convinced that many an un- 
fortunate officer will be aided by its counsel and that 
the courts of inquiry themselves, whether persuaded by 
it or not, ean but be helped to a clearer understanding 
of the law they are called upon to administer.” A sum- 
mary of the brief is as follows: bly . 
“Office in the Regular Army of the United States, 
the brief states, “is of life tenure, terminable only by 
death or by dismissal or discharge made in accordance 
with statute. An officer of the Regular Army is, and 
from the beginning of our Government has ever been, 
regarded as one of the superior officers whose appoint- 
ment requires confirmation by the Senate. The Regu- 
lar Army is the permanent establishment. _Appoint- 
ment thereto is for good behavior; that is, for life. Here- 
tofore, active service ripened into retiremeut. Active 
tenure can be terminated only under authority of and in 
strict accordance with the statute.” z 
The statutes, it is further stated, preseribe the fol- 
lowing ways of terminating such tenure: (1) By dis- 
missal by sentence of a general court-martial; (2) by 
discharge upon failure to pass examination for promo- 
tion for reasons other than physical disability incurred 
in line of duty; (3) by being “wholly retired” from 
the service. “Wholly retired” is a misnomer, the brief 
adds. “Such retirement is not retirement at all, but is 
a complete expulsion from the Army. Whenever. a re- 
tiring board finds that an officer is incapacitated for ac- 
tive service and that the incapaeity is not incident to 
the service, that is, is due to the fault, neglect or mis- 
conduet of the officer himself, the President, upon ap- 
proving the findings, may place the officer upon the re- 
tired list, or may ‘wholly retire’ him, that is, put him 
out of the Army entirely. An officer’s service on tho 
active list normally .merges into imactive service on the 
retired list, with three-fourths’ pay (the officer still be- 
ing an officer of the Army) upon a certain number of 
years of active service, or attaining a prescribed age, or 
by reason of physieal incapacity incident to the service. 
Classification and Single List. 


The brief then quotes See. 24b of the Army Reorgani- 
zation act of June 4, 1920 (which provides for the Class 
A and Class B elassifieation of officers),- which it de- 
clares “prescribes another method of terminating ten- 
ure, a bovel method never before. known to our Service 
and properly regarded as pure experiment.” It adds: 

“The previous existing system of promotion within 
braneh or corps has been superseded by promotion from 
a single list of all officers of the Army, with certain 
minor exceptions. Alse, the professional examination 
for promotion has been abolished, professional qualifica- 
tion being determined now as a result of the classifiea- 
tion and elimination instituted by said section 24b, and, 
as we assume the law still to be, by retirement boards, 
The physical examination for promotion, however, is 
retained.” All this, it is added, is in aceordance with 
Sec. 24c, Promotion of Officers, which the brief quotes 
in full. It continues: “Said Sec. 24b, which so vitally 
jeopardizes every oflicer’s commission, does not in terms 
prescribe any rule or establish any standard for the 
guidance of those who determine upon an oflicer’s elimi- 
nation. In sueh a case guidance must be sought and 
will be found in the implications and incidents of the 
statute when read in the light of established principles 
of law and rules of statutory construction. Law and 
justice alike require that said section shall be strictly 
construed. This is so because (1) it is legislation of a 
novel character and for that reason must be kept strictly 
within its circumscribed limits. 
vest forever an office that had vested for life. While 
legalistically speaking there is no vested right in an 
office in the Army which may not be disturbed by legis- 
lative enaetment, yet to take away the right thereto the 
terms of the statute in whieh that purpose is stated must 
be explicit and clear. Disqualifieations provided by leg- 
islation are strictly construed and will not be extended 
to cases not clearly within their scope. ‘his estab- 
lished rule is applicable, with all the greater force, to 
the case of an ollicer of the Regular Army of the United 


States because of the constitutional character of the 
office and its life tenure. (3) As applied retrospect- 


ively to officers of the old Regular Army, it tends to un- 
settle what the law had settled and to invalidate what 
the law had validated. It is elementary that a statute 
should not be so construed as to ignore, disturb or over- 





throw what has been lawfully done under atid pursuant 
to previously existing law. (4) It is highly penal in 
character: it dep s an officer of the Army of his olli- 
cial life and livelihood. That such is the character of 
the statu brooks no denial. To an ofticer of many 
years’ st . his place in the Army means almost 

fe itself. To such a man deprivat r his 
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is in a very real sense a life penalty. 
being employed harshly and op- 
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t to be, and on legal principle 
to ignore, disturb or overturn 
findings of professional qualification duly made 
under then isting law. Such findings are in the na- 
ture of res judicata, and in the absence of explicit and 
unmistakable lang » requiring it, Congress could not 
have intended to reopen them now. ‘The examination 
for purposes of classification and elimination cannot go 
baek of the date of the last promotion.” The brief here 
gives an outline of the system of examination to deter- 
mine the qualification of the officer to be promoted un- 
der the act of Oct. 1, 1890, and adds: “Such a special 
inquiry by means of a full and fair hearing, judicial in 
character, before officers specially qualified for the dis- 
charge of such duty and acting under oath, should re- 
sult in conclusions far more accurate and just than any 
to be reached by a single board sitting every September 
to classify all the officers of the Army. Such conclu- 
sions upon the part of officers and boards acting in the 
discharge of a duty which involves quasi-judicial action 
on their part are accorded the effect of res judicata, 
[Authorities are cited here and elsewhere.] Action taken 
by one such board cannot be disturbed by another in ab- 
gence of statute avthorizing it, and final action by the

head of an executive department is conclusive against 
subsequent action. Such action, properly taken, is con- 
clusive even as against the courts upon all except mat- 
ters of pure law. ‘The classifying agencies cannot go 
back of findings upon physical examination. The Army 
Reorganization act continues the existing system of 
physical examination for promotion under the act of 
October 1, 1890. Under that law the board determines 
whether an officer is capacitated for active service or 
incapacitated by reason of physical disability, and will 
determine whether or not any such disability was con- 
tracted in line of duty. Such a finding would be con- 
clusive upon the classifieation board as weil as upon the 
board of officers convened to determine whether such 
classifieation, if arising out of physical disability, was 
due to the neglect, misconduct or avoidable habits of 
the officer thus classified. ‘The findings of a retiring 
board would be conclusive upon the classification board 
for the same reasons. 


Claims War Department Inquiries Statutory Mandatc. 


“The court of inquiry should receive no evidence in 
violation of the applicable principle of res judicata or of 
the ordinary rules of evidence. The court of inquiry has 
long been known to our Service as a judicial instrumen- 
tality of great scope and importance, designed for a full 
and fair inquiry into imputations or matters of dispute, 
especially those affecting the conduct or qualifications 
of officers of the Army. It was significantly designated 
by Congress, in these cases, as the judicial body which, 
independently of the War Department and in justice to 
the officers calling for it, should make a full and fair 
inquiry into the correctness of the preliminary classifiea- 
tion. The bill [act of June 4, 1920) as originally intro- 
duced and approved by the War Department expressly 
provided that the decision of the classification board 
should be final beyond all power of review. Such a pro- 
vision found no supporters in Congress, even the com- 
mittee itself being compelled to admit its viciousness.” 

Here the brief shows how the bill was amended in the 
House by striking out the provisions that “the findings 
of the board shall not be subject to review by any au- 
thority.” It continues: “The court should observe the 
ordinary rules of evidence. This is confirmed by the 
statute, itself, wherein it provides: ‘In such court of 
inquiry he (the officer asking for the court) shall be 
furnished with a full copy of the official records upon 
which the proposed classification is based, and shall be 
given an opportunity to present testimony in his own 
behalf.” The War Department is ignoring, and by order 
is compelling the courts of inquiry to ignore, this statu- 
tory mandate. The issue is one of present efficiency. 
Aside from the estoppal founded in the principle of 
res judicata, evidence of professional qualification, as it 
was found to exist several years ago, ought to be re- 
jected as too remote. The evidence of inefficiency should 
be specific. Such evidence should consist of matters of 
fact and not of mere inference, judgment or opinion. 
This is according to the general rule of law. The justice 
of this rule is recognized te some extent in the regula- 
tions for the preparation of efficiency reports, requiring 
matters of fact to be referred to the officer adversely 
affected, but not so with mere matters of opinion. It 
will net do to declare an officer inefficient upon a mere 
estimate or opinion not resting upon specific fact; other- 
wise, an officer could be eliminated upon a record eon- 
sisting simply of adverse opinions of his superiors which 
he had never seen, and as to which he had never had an 
opportunity to explain, dissipate, or profit by self-cor- 
rection, 

“In the eourse of debate on this bill, it was suggested 
by one member that the purpose was to eliminate an 
officer upon vague and intangible deficiencics not reach- 
able by court-martial or positive disciplinary measures. 
This met with a storm of disapproval, and it was gen- 
erally asserted on the floor of the House that such was 
not the purpose and would not be the method of execu- 
tion. True, an officer may be eliminated for an ac- 
eumulation of matters, none of which subjected him to 
court-martial or positive disciplinary action; he cannot, 
however, be eliminated except upon evidence of specific 
deficiencies. He cannot be eliminated upon mere matters 
of vague opinion, such as, ‘He lacks pep and enthusiasm.’ 
How can such matters be met by evidence, not being of 
evidential value themselves? The existing law is but 
the conferees’ re-writing of the amendment adopted re- 
quiring that the officer affected shall be ‘informed in 
writing of the respect in which he has been found de- 
ficient and is afforded an opportunity to be heard and 
offer sueh records and testimony as may be pertinent to 
the inquiry of the board.” 

Conclusion of Brief. 

In conclusion the brief states: “The statute properly 
construed and applied will be of doubtless benefit to the 
Army without doing injustice to any: not so construed 
and applied, it can but be an engine of tyranny and in- 
justice whose evil effect upen the Army will call for 
prompt repeal. The measure can easily be applied to 
work terrible hardship, such as Congress never in- 
tended. . . Rarely, or never, should an oflicer who 
has given the better part of his life to the Service and 
who has complied with the existing standards, be dis- 
charged from the Service. Such an application is offen- 
sive to the sense of natural justice. When men enter 
the Service and conform to the requirements of existing 
law they can reasonably hope for the emoluments estab- 
lished by the existing law. This is obviously so in 
morals, and the law leans far in the same direction. 
And no officer should ever be discharged except after a 
full, fair and impartial hearing eonducted in strict ac- 
cord with the requirements of the law, the record of 
which should be reviewed by competent officers of the 
la i 
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w and not passed upon as a mere administrative matter 
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Navy Tests Pmor CaBLe. 

The U.S.S. Semmes, in command of Comdr. Homer H, 
Norton, U.S.N., on Oct. 6, gave a demonstration in New 
York harbor of the radio piloting cable which the Navy 
Department is developing as a safeguard to vessels, espe- 
cially those of the merchant marine, at sea, and to facili- 
tate their entrance into harbors when fog prevails to 
such an extent as to impedé navigation. Commander 
Norton, the New York Times reports, took his ship 
from near the Ambrose Channel hghtship to Fort La- 
fayette, in the Narrows, at the entrance to the upper 
bay, following an electrified pilot cable. The vessel was 
guided by “listening in” and steering from port to star- 
board, or the reverse, as the volume of sound indicated, 
The test was incident to a series of experiments the 
Navy has been conducting since Aug. 6, when the 
cable was laid in the sixteen-mile fairway of the Ambrose 
Channel, from Fort Lafayette to the lightship, The 
source of the power consists of a ycle motor gen- 
erator located in the fort, which delivers approximately 
3.5 amperes of current to the cable at 375 volts, the 
current being interrupted by a tramsmitter, At the test 


the word “Navy,” in the continental. Morse’ code was 
spelled out at frequent intervals. An electro-magnetic 
field is created about 1,200 feet on each side of the cable 
and into this the vessel sails. The tests made by the 
Semmes were said to have been most satisfactory. It 
may be added that the cable used was laid by the U.S. 
Coast Guard cutter Pequot, at the request of the Navy 
Department.

TRANSPORTATION OF HOUSEHOLD EFFECTS, U.S.N. 








G.O, 550, Sept. 27, 1920, Navy Department. 
This order publishes in full the regulations governing the 
transportation of household efiects of commissioned, warrant 


and petty officers of the Navy, as provided for in Soction 12 of 
the act approved May 18, 1920, which provides that the per- 
sonnel of the Navy shall have the benefit of all existing laws 
applying to the Army and Marine Corps for the transportation 
of household effects. The instructions from the date of their 
receipt supercede all instructions heretofore issued upon this 
subject. The following are extrdcts from the order: 
Section 1—Allowance of Household Effects. 

1. The household effects that may be transported at public 
expense upon change of station will not exceed, when packed 
and crated, the following gross weights: 

Admiral, temporary change of station, 2,000 pounds, and 
permanent change of station 20,000 pounds; vice admiral, 1,500 
and 15,000 pounds; rear admiral (upper half), 1,000 and 
10,500 pounds; rear admiral (lower half) and commodore, 
700 and 8,400 pounds; captain, 600 and 7,800 pounds; com- 
mander, 500 and 7,200 pounds; lieutenant commander, 400 
and 6,600 pounds; lieutenant, 200 and 6,000 poumls; lieuten- 
ant (junior grade), 150 and 5,100 pounds; ensign, 150 and 
4,500 pounds; warrant officer, permanent change of station, 
4,000; chief petty officer, 3,000 pounds, and petty officer, first 
class, 2,500 pounds. 

2. The foregoing allowances are exclusive of professional 
books and papers and also exclusive of any baggage that may 
be transported free of charge under the regular fare by public 
carrier, which baggage shall not be transported to and from 
depots at public expense. Such professional books and papers 
as the person concerned may certify as being necessary for 
him in the performance of his official duties, may be transported 
at public expense in the same manner as household effects, 
and in addition thereto. 

3. Commissioned warrant officers are entitled to transporta- 
tion of the gross weights of household effects allowed for the 
grades of which they receive the pay. 

4. Female nurses, when joining for duty under their first 
order and upon perthanent change of station, aro entitled te 
transportation at Government expense of 250 pounds household 
effects, which weight is inclusive of the weight that may be 
carried free by public carrier on the regular fare. 

5. Officers on temporary duty are entitled, at public expense, 
to packing and crating of the allowance for temporary change 
of station, as stated in table, and to transportation thereof from 
their permanent duty station to place of temporary duty and 
from there back to place of permanent duty. 


Section 2—Allowances, Special Cases. 

1. Packing, crating and transportation at public expense of 
1,500 pounds of household effects from their homes or former 
stations to place of first permanent duty assignment are author- 
ized for graduates of the Naval Academy. 

2. Packing, crating and transportation of household effects 
at public anenee from their homes to place ordered for train- 
ing, are authorized for officers of the naval reserve force when 
ordered to duty for training, in such weights as are authorized 
for officers of corresponding grades of the Regular Navy when 
making temporary change of station. 

3. For such personnel as named in table of Section 1 who 
May retire or die in the Service, packing, crating and trans- 
portation of household effects at public expense (within the 
allowance specified and within one year from the date of such 
retirement or death) are authorized from their last duty sta- 
tions to such places within the limits of the United States as 
may be their homes or the homes of their families; or as may 
be designated “by their legal representatives or executors in the 
ease of those deceased; and the foregoing is exclusive of such 
professional books and papers as such persons may have required 
in the performance of their official duties and exclusive of 
auy baggage that may be transported free by carrier. 

4. For commissioned officers, warrant officers, chief petty offi- 
cers, and petty officers, first class, of the Regular Navy on the 
retired list and for commissioned officers, warrant officers, chief 

etty officers and petty officers, first class, of the naval reserve 
eves who may be ordered from an inactive to an active duty 
status (if for purposes other than for training), packing, crat- 
ing and transportation of the permanent change of station allow- 
ance, as fixed in allowances given above, are authorized from 
their homes to places of duty when ordered to active duty, and 
also from places of active duty to their homes on termination 
of such duty. The foregoing will also apply in the case of chief 
petty officers and petty officers, first class, of the Regular Navy, 
when transferred to the fleet naval reserve and when trans- 
ferred to and from active duty, other than for purposes of 
training, while members of the fleet naval reserve. 

5. Where household effects are packed, crated and hauled at 
public expense to a place of storage at the station from which 
detached, in any further movement of such effects under iden- 
tical orders, the items of service that may be charged to public 
expense shall be limited to those which might have been, but 
which were not, availed of at the time of placing the effects in 
storage. 

The order gives specifically the details of tran:portation of 
effects at public expense between various points in permanent 
ehanges of station, gives instances where packing, cratire and 

d 


transportation are not authorized at public expense, 


household effects and permanent change of station, and es 
the mode of application for transportation of household effects, 
shipments, claims for reimbursements, etc. 

Claims for Damaged or Lost Shipments. 

Damage to or loss of household effects in transit, whether 
shipped by a supply officer or by the owner, is a matter for 
adjustment by the owner of the effects with the carrier, as 
household effects are not government property (see decision of 
Comptroller of the Treasury, vol. xv, page 38).

NAVY G.0.M.'S. 


Second Lieut. Frank I. Lamb, U.S.M.C., was tried by 
G.C.M. on May 10, 1920, at the Marine Barracks,. Quantico, 
Va., and found guilty of conduet unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman. The court sentenced him to dismissal. The Judge 
Advocate General on July 2 noted that two other officers were 
tried on the same charge as the accused in this case, the speci- 
fication in each case alleging the same facts, and arising from 
the same incident. The two other officers were tried subsequent 
to this case, each before different courts, and both were ac- 
quitted. In all three cases the prosecution had the same two 
witnesses, and their testimony was as nearly identical in each 
ease as could well be possible. The defense in this case had 
nine witnesses, of whom, with the exception of the accused, 
one was not called in one or both of the other cases. In each of 
the cases an alleged confession by the respective accused was 
introduced in evidence. The evidence of the defense in each of 
the three cases was, in all material respects, identical. The evi- 
dence in each of these cases was conflicting and, in the opinion 
of the Judge Advocate General, might well sustain either a con- 
vietion or an acquittal. Therefore, one court = very well 
conscientiously convict, while another court might acquit the 
accused upon the evidence adduced in this case. In view of 
the foregoing the Judge Advocate General recommended in the 
interests of justice that the proceedings in this case be approved, 
but that the findings and sentence be disapproved. In accord- 
ance with recommendation of the J.A.G., Secretary Daniels ap- 
proved the proceedings but disapproved the findings, and sen- 
tence, on July 10. (C.M.O, 102, Aug. 5, 1920, Navy Dept.) 

Second Lieut. Lawson H. Sanderson, U.S.M.C., was tried by 
G.C.M. on May 13, 1920, at the Marine Barracks, Quartico, 
Va., and acquitted of the charge of duct unb i an 
officer and a gentleman. The acquittal was approved. (C.M.O. 
103, Aug. 5, 1920, Navy Dept.) 

Gunr. (T) Theodore A. Small, U.S.N., was tried by G.O.M. 
on July 1, 1920, at the navy yard, Boston, and found guilty of 
fraud in violation of Article 14 of the Articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy. The court sentenced him to dismissal, but in 
consideration of his long service and excellent record unani- 
mously recommended him to the clemency of the reviewing au- 
thority. The Acting Seeretary of the Navy on July 3 approved 
the proceedings, findings and sentence, but in view of the recom- 
mondation of the Bareau of Navigation mitigated the sentence 
to the reveecation of his temporary appointment as @ gunner and 
to the loss of $50 a month of his pe” for a period of six 
months. (C.M.O. 99, July 81, 1920, Navy Dept.) 
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THE AMERICAN FORCES IN GERMANY. 
The following notes are based on news of the official 
and social happenings of the American Forces in Ger- 
many, as recorded in the Amaroc News, of Coblenz, 

organ of the A.F. in G., of recent dates: 

Distinguished foreign military and civilian visitors ar- 
rived at Coblenz on Sept. 7 when President, then Pre- 
mier, Millerand, of France; accompanied by Marshal 
Ferdinand Foch, of the French army, reached there in a 
special train from Paris, on a four days’ visit to the 
Allied occupied regions, this being the Premier’s first 
visit. They were accompanied by General Degoutte, 
commanding tlé French forces at Mayence; Generals 
Carron and Mordacg, commanders under General De- 
goutte; General Desticker, chief of staff to Marshal 
Foch; M. Paul Tirard, president of the Inter-Allied 
Rhineland High Commission, and a number of other offi- 
cers of the French army and high civil officials. A 
squadron of the Mounted Detachment, A.F. in G., acted 
as an escort; a salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
from Fort Ehrenbreitstein by Battery ID, 6th F.A., as 
the visitors arrived at the railroad station. 

The party proceeded to the residence of M. Tirard, 
and later took luncheon with Major Gen. Henry T. 
Allen, U.S.A., at his residence. A number of American 
Army officers were among the guests. The Premier made 
a brief address in which he spoke in warm ternis of the 
accord which exists among the four Powers in their oc- 
cupation of the Rhineland. He emphasized the impor- 
ance of the occupation in perpetuating the results won 
by the victory in the World War. General Allen, in 
toasting the distinguished visitors, paid high tribute to 
the French leaders who are at the head of the Allied 
military and civil governments in the occupied territories, 
and spoke of the extremely harmonious relations that 
characterize the French and American administrations 
on the Rhine, both civil and military. . 

The following morning the visitors left for Mayence, 
where a dinner and reception were given, which, was at- 
tended by more than 400 American, British, French and 
Belgian officers. Among these were General Allen, Col. 
and Mrs. Fred. W. Stone, Majors and Mmes. J. C. 
Montgomery and Frank M. Andrews, Gen. Sir Thomas 
Moreland, commanding the British forces, and Lieuten- 
ant General Ruquoy, commanding the Belgian troops in 
the oceupied area; Sir Harold Stuart, the British High 
Commissioner; Mr. M. A. Robertson, deputy British 
High Commissioner; M. Rolins-Jacquemyns, Belgian 
High Commissioner; M. Rousselier, French Deputy Com- 
missioner, and a large number of other high officials and 
their ladies. 

Mystery surrounds the death at Coblenz of Nathaniel 
F. Davis, of Duluth, Minn., who was formerly a lieu- 
tenant in the A.F. in G., and who later was representa- 
tive of the Inter-Allied High Commission at Adenau. 
His body was found in the Rhine, in a condition which 
indicated that he had been dead about one week. The 
head and face were bruised. Large sums of money, a 
watch and other jewelry, together with important papers, 
were found in the clothing. He was engaged to marry 
Miss May O'Meara, an English girl, who was then at 
Nice, France, with Davis’s brother and _ sister-in-law. 
The wedding was to have taken place in a few days. He 
left his office on Aug. 28 intending to go to Nice. An in- 
quest threw no light on the cause of his death. He was 
buried with military honors by Ameroc Post, American 
Legion, on Sept. 8, services being conducted by Chap- 
lain E. P. Esterbrook, U.S.A. 

On the third anniversary of their marriage, Sept. 2, 
Capt. and Mrs. J. W. McKeever entertained a number 
of friends at a dinner and dance at the Officers’ Club. 
Among guests were Major and Mrs. H. D. Rogers, Capt. 
A. W. Dawson, Lieut. L. L. Blackburn, Miss MacLernon 
and Miss Miller. Mrs. Rawson Warren, wife of Major 
Warren, commanding casual depot, arrived from the 
United States on Sept. 1.. Five hundred valuable silver 
and bronze coins, many of old Roman and Bavarian 
origin, have been dug up in the vicinity of Coblenz and 
are in the possession of Sergt. W. DL. Blakely, of the 
Army General and Commercial School. A German dig- 
ging a well at Cadenbach, in the former 1st Division 
area, found them at a depth of twenty-five feet. Lieut. 
Col. David H. Biddle, American liaison officer with the 
British forces on the Rhine, left Cologne on Sept. 2 for 
a two weeks’ leave im England and Belgium. Mrs. Bag- 
ley, wife of Comdr. David W. Bagley, U.S.N.; and ier 
mother, Mrs. Tennent Harrington, who have been visit- 
ing at Coblenz, for some time, left on Sept. 2 for The 
Hague, where Commander Bagley is naval attaché at the 
American legation. Mrs. I. N. Boyee, of New York city, 
arrived at Coblenz on Sept. 3 to visit her son and datigh- 
ter-in-law, Lieut. and Mrs. H. H. Newman. Lieut. and 
Mrs. Henry G. Lodge and Lieut. and Mrs. P. L. Hill ar- 
rived at Coblenz from Antwerp on Sept. 7..

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) How are the enlistment stripe 
and the gold or silver chevron for war service worn on the left 
sleeve? Is the service chevron superimposed on the enlistment 
stripe! (2) Is the wearimg of the bar without or with stars 
authorized to be worn at same time as the oversea chevron?! 
Auswer: (1) The service chevron is superimposed on the enlist- 
ment stripe. (2) Yes. 

W. G.—Ribbons of medals and badges are worn on the left 
breast of the coat in the same relative position as the medals 
and badges they represent. In case the wearer has received 
s0 many that there is not room on the coat to wear tliem in 
one row, they are arranged in two rows. The medal of the 
oldest date you mention, Spanish War, is worn nearest the cen- 
ter line of the coat, and the others follow in order of precedence, 
according to the date of the event, towards the left shoulder. 
The Medal of Honor is worn pendant from a ribbon placed 
around the neck. 

OLD SOLDTER.—No list of warrant officers is yet available 
at the War Department. 

R. N. J.—When an enlisted man shall have served as such 
for thirty years either in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or 
in sll, he may apply for retirement. Service in China, Cuba, 
the Philippines, Island of Guam, Alaska or Panama, or prior to 
April 23, 1903, in Porto Rico, will for men enlisting prior to 
Aug. 24, 1912, be doubled in computing thirty years’ service. 
As we read your record, you are entitled to apply for retire- 
ment. 

C. B. M.—The Cuban Pacification Medal was awarded to 
officers and men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps who 
served in Cuba or Cuban waters between Oct. 6, 1906, and 
April 1, 1909. If you were in the New Hampshire on duty in 
Caban waters during the above period, you are entitled to the 
medal. 

H. A. G.—Officers commissioned from the National Guard 
and Officers’ Training Camps prior to Sept. 1, 1917, will rank 
you for a reason which is obvious in your question, as you 
had no Federal service prior to above date. Pay of first lieu- 
tenant per month is $166.67, plus $36 commutation of quar- 
ters, plus about $15 for heat and light, plus increase $50, act 
of May 18, 1920; total, $267.67 per month. 

J. B. P.—An opinion of the J.A.G. of the Army, June 25. 
1920, holds that Section 127a, act of June 4, 1920, provides 
that previous service under appointment from the Government 
may be counted, but that office has held that ‘‘a contract eur- 
geon has no military status, being « civilian employee.’’ 

W. I. 3—It is impossible to say at this time what your 
approximate place will be on the list of first lieutenants. The 
lists are not yet completed in the A.G.O. 

NAVAL RESERVE.—No men can be transferred from the 
Regular Navy to the Naval Reserve Force exeept men with 
sixteen and twenty years’ service, and then only on approval 
of the Bureau of Navigation. All other Regular Navy men 
who wish to enter the Naval Reserve Ferce must obtain their 
discharge and regularly enroll for four years on Form N, Nav. 
851. 


NAVY GRATUITY.—Men of the U.S. Navy who re-enlist 
for two, three or four years are entitled to two, three or four 
month's honorable discharge gratuity, respectively, if re-en- 
listing after honorable discharge and under continuous service. 
Any enlisted man of the Navy who has been, or may be, dis- 
charged to enable him to accept appointment as a commis- 
sioned or warrant officer in the Navy Reserve Ferce, and who 
Te-enlists in the Navy after the termination of his Reserve 
service within four months after the date of the termination of 
his service as an officer of the Reserve Force, shall be restored 
to the rating held by him before being discharged to accept 
such commission or warrant, and his service in the Regular 
Navy, including his active service in the Naval Reserve Force, 
shall be regarded as continuous for purpeses of continuons 
service pay, but upon such re-enlistment he is not entitled to 
honorable discharge gratuity or citizenship pay. 

READER AT PORTLAND.—Submit your question to the 
Finance Department, U.S. Army, Washington, D.C. 

CONSTANT READER.—The Comptroller of the Treasury 
decided on July 21, 1920, that an officer on retirement is not 
entitled to transportation to his home for his wife or depen- 
@ent child or children. Case is analogous to yours. Par. 1220, 
A.R., amended by C.A.R. No. 95, which briefly states that 
accounts are closed at end of each calendar month. Previous 
to shove amendment accounts were closed the twenty-fifth of 
@ach month. 

T. W. H.—Assuming that your period of service is correctly 
stated, you are entitled to payment of $90 bomus on first pay 
day of this re-enlistment. 

E. G.—A warrant officer of the Army Mine Planter Service 
is entitled to a subsistence allowance of two and one-half 
gatrison rations per diem, or commutation therefor, on au- 
thorized leave, both ordinary and sick. 

W. G—yYon_sre not entitled to pay while in the Army 
Reserye Sept. 1919, to June 26, 1920. : 

DENTAL SURGEON asks: (1) What are necessary qualifi- 
eations for a dental surgeon in any of the regiments of the 
New York National Guard? (2) Are there any vacancies for 
dental surgeons in any of the N.G. units in New York city or 
Brooklyn,, (3) How should one apply for position as dental 
surgeon in N.G. units, and where can one get detailed informa- 
tion of such vacancies? Answer: (1) He must be a citizen of 
the United States and must be a graduate of an incorporated 
school of dentisty, and must hold a state license. (2) There 
are some vacancies, (3) Apply to Headquarters Division, New 
York National Guard, Municipal Building, New York city. 

PERSONAL.—An officer who is in temporary command of a 
post or station, while regular commander is away for a short 
peried only, does not have to issue a general order announcing 
that he is in temporary command. The officer in command 
orders ‘‘For and in the absence of the commanding pfficer.’’ 
In case regular commander by orders is removed permanently 
to other duties, the senior officer in temporary command then 
issues a general order assuming command and retains command 
until a permanent 0.0. arrives. The functions assigned to any 
efficer by Army Regulations by title of office devolve upon the 
senior officer acting in his place, except when otherwise 
specified. 

J. M.—You are not entitled to bonus for re-enlistment in tho 
Army until you are honorably discharged at end of your three- 
year enlistment. This is in accordance with act approved June 
4, 1920, and went into effect July 1, 1920. The old law pro- 
viding three months’ pay to certain soldiers upon re-enlistment 
has been abolished. 

W. L. B—You are not eligible for appointment to warrant 
officer in the Army because you have not had ten years’ en- 
listed service and you have not served as officer during the 
World War, as a former enlisted man, and have not had five 
ears’ service, enlisted and commissioned. All vacancies in the 

_A.G. are filled, and you are disqualified from taking October 
examination. 

J. R. ¥.—There are at present no plans laid down for re- 
appointment of officers of Reserve Corps of the Army when 
their commissions expire at the end of five years’ service. It 
is presumed, however, that such officers will be duly reappointed 
by application to the A.G.O. at the proper time. You could 
probably be easily transferred to the Veterinary Corps of the 
Army, as veterinarians are needed. You should apply to Sur- 
geon General of the Army, who may recommend appointment 
after examination. 

S$. K.—See list of hospital and master sergeants in June 26, 
1920, issue of ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, page 339. There are 
no vacancies now, and no appointments from successful candi- 
dates have been made to date. If vacancies arise they must 
first be filled by those master hospital sergeants who held 
commissions during World War. By act of June 4, 1920, the 
pumber is now limited to seventy. 

RETIRED ENLISTED MAN.—Appointments of warrant offi- 
eer in the Army are made from among N.0.0. who have had 
gt least ten years’ enlisted service, or from enlisted men who 
gerved as officers of the Army at some time between April 6, 
1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, and whose total service in Army, 
enlisted and commissioned, amounts to five years, or from per- 
sons serving, or who have served, as Army field clerks, or field 
clerks, Q.M.0, 

I, B.—An enlistment allowance is not authorized for enlist- 
ment prior to June 4, 1920. Section 27 of the act of June 4, 
1920, provides that kercafier an enlistment allowance, etc. The 
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last proviso of Sec. 4b of the act of June 4, 1920, provides 
that nothing in that section shall operate to reduce the pay 
which an enlisted man was receiving on that date during his 
current enlistment and while he holds his present grade. 

J, C.—You had better write to the Finance Department, 
Washington, D.C., through the channel, for the information you 
desire. 

1. BE. O. asks: (1) Can the N.C.O. on duty with the R.O.T.O. 
units be promoted te a higher grade than they now hold? 
(2) What steps must the P.M.S. and T. take to have them 
promoted? Answer: (1) Yes. (2) He must recommend pro- 
motion through the channel, 

P. L. B.—Tt is imposible to give the standing of officers 
on the single list at the present time. The list is now being 
made up and will, it ig expected, be made public about the 
end of the year. ‘The names on the promotion list are arranged 
in general, so that the first name on the list shall be that 
of the offieer having the longest commissioned service, the 
second name the same, and so on down the list. All active 
commissioned service in the Army, whether in the Regular, 
provisional or temporary forces, also commissioned service in 
the National Guard in active service since April 6, 1917, under 
call by the President, and also commissioned service in the 
Marines when detached for service with the Army under 
orders of the President, counts in determining the position of 
officers on the promotion list. In determining pesition on 
the promotion list and relative rank, commissioned service 
in the Regular Army or Philippine. Scouts, if continuous to 
the present time, shall be counted as having begun on the 
date of original commission. 

NAVAL RESERVE.—Write to Secretary of Navy, Washing- 
ton, D.C., as to the action taken in your case after you had 
passed the necessary physical examination, and you will un- 
doubtedly receive an early reply. 

F. M. C.—The honor of inventing the telescope is usually 
given to Galileo, who exhibited one in complete form in May, 
1609, There niay have been a form of telescope or field glass 
used by King Edward II in observing the field maneuvers of 
Robert Bruce in 1314, The oldest microscope on record was 
found among the ruins of Nineveh, and its use therefore must 
have been very ancient.

H. W. C.—Members of the National Guard who have sufficient 
qualification are permitted to take the entrance examination 
to the U.S. Military Academy when vacancies exist. National 
Guard means Federalized forces, not the state force subject 
only to state duty. Write to the Superintendent of the U.S.M.A., 
West Point, N.Y., for a copy of the rules governing the ex- 
amination for appointment of cadets. 


MRS. T.—Your uncle would have to establish his identity 
as a former Civil War_soldier before his claim for a pension 
could be considered. If he enlisted in a state organization 
apply to the Adjutant General of the state, giving the number 
of the regiment he served in, the letter of his company, the 
name of hrs colonel and captain, and any other information of 
valne such as where and when he enlisted, where wounded, 
and where treated, and ask the best means of procedure; He 
could not get a duplicate discharge, but he could get a dis- 
charge certificate on presentation of the necessary facts of his 
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service. If he enlisted in a Arm i t write to 
the War Department, Washingt Bron Gutan the tee noted 
above and request a discharge certificate. Your uncle would 
also have to prove by affidavit of some person who knew him, 
that he was actually in the service as he claims. If he sue- 
ceeds in obtaining a discharge certificate he could then put in 
a claim to the Commissioner of Pensions, Washington, D.C., 
and if necessary ask the Congressman of his district to help 
the matter along by a special bill in his case.

and address plainly. 

R. V. D. writes: A states that members of the U.S. Army 
Medical Corps were forbidden to carry arms during the recent 
war. B states they were allowed to carry arms according to 
regulation. Who is correct? Answer: The Tables.of Organi- 
zation of the A.E.F. allowed twelve pistols to an Ambulance 
company and twelve pistols to. a Field Hospital company, but 
mentions no allowance of such weapons for medical detach- 
ments attached to regiments of Cavalry, Field Artillery, In- 
fantry, ete.

GERMAN WARCRAFT FOR FRANCE AND ITALY. 

The French and Italian Ministers of Marine have 
reached an agreement regarding the allotment of the Ger- 
man and Austrian warships, as provided for by the 
Treaty of Versailles. France received the cruisers 
Regensburg, Koenigsberg, Stralsund and Kolberg, for- 
merly of the German navy, the Austrian cruiser Novarov 
and nine torpedoboats, according to a press dispatch 


from Paris. Italy received the former Austrian cruisers 
Grudenz and Willau and the German cruisers Strass- 
bourg and Saida, as well as nine German torpedoboats. 
The torpedoboats are all of recent construction. The 
cruisers allotted to France have joined the fleet at Brest, 
while the torpedoboats have been sent to Cherbourg. The 
cruiser Grandenz, which has been rechristened the An- 
cona, will be the largest light cruiser in the Italian navy. 
She was completed in 1914 and displaces 4,900 tons, the 
designed speed being 27% knots. Protection is afforded 
by a narrow belt of armor, three inches or four inches 
thick amidships, reinforced by a two-inch deck. When 
first completed the ship was armed with twelve 4.1-inch 
guns, but in 1916 these weapons were replaced by seven 
5.9-inch guns. “It is assumed,” says the London Engi- 
neer, “that the Ancona will now be re-armed with 6-inch 
guns of Italian design. The V-116 has been renamed the 
Remuda. She is a large and powerful flotilla leader, 
one of a group of twelve that were laid down in Ger- 
many during 1916. She is 360 feet in length, 3614 feet 
in beam, displaces about 2,485 tons, and has geared tur- 
bines and oil-burning boilers. She is credited with a trial 
speed of 35 knots. The distinctive feature is a remark-

FAIRNESS TO THE OLD-TIMER. 

“At a recent morale meeting,” writes a correspond- 
ent, “the morale officer of the post, a captain of sixteen 
years’ experience in the Army, made a statement to 


the effect that the inducements offered to men who en- 
list in the Army to-day were attracting a highly intel- 
lectual class of young men, not of the ‘snow-bird’ type 
observed wearing the uniform five and ten years ago. 
Such remarks cast suspicion on the ‘old-timer,’ and 
cause the recruit to regard him with contempt. It is 
not fair to the men who faithfully served their flag both 
before the war and during the war, and who are still 
endeavoring to serve it faithfully in spite of the adverse 
conditions confroating them. Such talk does nothing to 
enhance the esprit de corps in the Army, even were it 
true. Since the cessation of hostilities, it has been the 
policy of the War Department (if I correctly under- 
stand what I read) to comb the swamps and everglades, 
the hills, and backwoods, for soldier material composed 
in many cases of illiterates. I do not wish to infer that 
the average man of to-day’s Army is illiterate; far from 
it. But I do fail to see where the scholastic caliber of 
the present day recruit is so far superior to their brothers 
who served before them. I would like the opinion of 
other officers experienced in the old Army on this matter, 
as ‘this is the first Regular officer I have ever observed 
with this opinion of the ‘pre-war’ soldier.” 
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New York Troops aT ANTIETAM. 

Noting recent reference to command by Lieut. Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles, U.S.A., of Union troops from the state of 
New York at the battle of Antietam, Lieut. Col. John C. 
Stiles recalls that while General Miles was in command 





of two regiments of New Yorkers, this “was only a 
small part of the soldiers from the ‘Empire State’ who 
were among those present on the above joyous occasion.” 
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A GROUNDLESS FEAR REBUKED. 

Noting report of a speech by former Ambassador 
Henry Morgenthau, in Boston, in which he was quoted 
as expressing the fear that “the United States must be 
whipped before it performs its duty to the rest of the 
world,” Manhattan Chapter, Military Order of the 
World War, at a meeting of the chapter staff, unani- 
nrously authorized its commander, 8. H. Wolfe, to send 
a telegram to Mr. Morgenthau expressing the chapter’s 
disapproval. After expressing the hope that he had 
been misquoted it said: “If not the chapter staff pro- 
tests emphatically against assumption that this coun- 
try requires defeat before it will voluntarily perform its 
proper duties and invites your attention to the fact that 
in its entire history it has been unwhipped. Every offi- 
cer a member of this organization has pledged himself 
to use his best endeavors to prevent the contingency 
occurring which you state is necessary before we do our 
duty. In this it believes it will be supported by every 
patriotic American.” 
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TRIAL OF JAPANESE MaP THIEF. 
The trial of Koki Oyama, nephew of Prince Oyama, 
former commander-in-chief of the Japanese army, who

For one long hour, after the adjournment of the meet- 
ing of the Hamburg (N.Y.) Post of the American 
Legion, says a special dispatch to the New York World, 
a polecat, entrenched in a lower hall, the only exit from 
their clubroom, held at bay more than one hundred vet- 
erans of the 108th Infantry who helped smash the Hin- 
denburg line, the polecat keeping them prisoners until 
hastily summoned reinforcements in the person of Ham- 
burg’s contimgent of State Constabulary arrived and 
with a barrage from his forty-five caliber service re- 
volver made a “casualty” of the “enemy.” For obvious 
reasons, no ‘Offici@l communiqué has been issued. Ac- 
cording to Edward Monbetger, of Hamburg, secretary 
of the legion, and President Baker, the meeting was 
about to be adjourned when a suspicious odor became 
noticeable. The official minutes of the meeting record 
this conversation: “President Baker: I believe I de- 
tect a conscientious objector.” That was as far 
as the secretary got in recording the official report of 
the deliberations. 
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FRENCH ESTABLISH AIRPLANE RECORDS. 

Captain de Romanet, of the French army, who was a 
noted aviator in the World War, established a new 
world’s airplane record at the aviation meet held at Buc, 
France, on Oct. 9, when he flew one kilometer in 12.3 
seconds, which is at the rate of 298.8 kilometers per 
hour, the equivalent of about 181.95 miles per hour, ac- 
cording to a press message. Sadi Leconte, winner of the 
recent Gordon Bennett cup in the race near Paris, 
in which Capt. R. W. Schroeder, Air Ser., U.S.A., was 
an entrant, was second to Captain de Romanet, flying 
one kilometer in 12.5 seconds. On the following day the 
French aviator Fronval, who was also a noted flier in 
the French service during the war, established a world 
record for landing at a given place when he ascended to 
a height of 1,000 meters and came down within nine feet 
of a spot previously indicated.
